=4 HE story of the failure of the “greatest and last of the crusades,” as he typifies the Anglo- 
fj British expedition against the Dardanelles, is dramatically told by Gen. Sir Ian Hamil- 
ton, the British commander-in-chief, in his full official report which has just been given 
out under date of Jan. 7. Brief excerpts have been passed by the censor for publication in Ameri- 
can and-other neutral papers, but the complete report has not yet been published outside of the 
London press which allude to the final operations as a “splendid failure.” 
_ This is Gen. Hamilton’s second report of the Dardanelles operations. The first, which also was 
printed in full in the Post-Dispatch, Sunday Aug 1, 1915, dealt with the landing operations from 
April 25 to May 5. 

‘This, the second report, covers Gen. Hamilton’s desperate offensive in August. Following that” 
period of fighting, Gen. Hamilton remained comparatively inactive except for sniping and bombing 
and the usual features of ordinary trench warfare until October when he was asked to give his opin- 
fon ‘on the advisability of the withdrawal of the expedition. He protested and was calléd home 
whereupon Gen. Kitchener went to the peninsula and, after an inspection of the British position 
and prospects, ordered a retirement of all forces, those at Suvla and Anzac getting out Dec. 20, 
and those at Cape Helles Jan. 9. Following is Gen. Hamilton's report in full:

GOVERNMENT ARMOR PLANTS. 


Pittsburg Dispatch (ind.): Hearings  befo.c 
Senator Tillman’s Naval Committee on Secretgry 


Daniels’ proposed Government armor plant, while 
not changing the predetermined approval of the 
committee, brought out some facts worthy of pub- 
lic com@ideration. The maximum armor plate out- 
put of the three private manufacturers is 32,000 
tons a year. Mr. Daniels wants Congress to spend 
$11,000,000 in erecting a Government plant of 
10,000 tons capacity. His theory is that Govern- 
ment competition will keep down prices. But it 
was shown that prices are affected chiefly by 
steady or intermittent operation. Running at full 
capacity or at a regular rate under a five-year con- 
tract, the manufacturers could quote a lower price 
than if, as has been the case under the uncertain 
naval policy of Congress, they had no assurance 
from year to year whether they would have work 
or not. Daniels’ low estimate of bare manufactur- 
ing cost by the Government plant is based on run- 
ning at full capacity, and admittedly omits over- 
head charges.| It is not, therefore, at all a com- 
parison on even terms between a governmental 
and private plants. To obtain that he would 


oi operation at full capacity or under a contract | 
cevering a definite period of years. 


ufacturing many be gathered from his remark 
that, except in rush times, the Government plant 
could jog along at eight hours a day. Pittsburg- 
ers familiar with the operations in our steel mills 
may smile at this South Carolina idea of making 
armor plate as you pitch hay.. Also, as one wit- 
ness asked him, what would happen to Daniels’ 
full capacity estimate of cost when the plant lay 
idle 16 hours a day. But if experience with the 
navy yard shops counts for anything, it would not 
be allowed to lie idle. Congressional representa- 
tives see to that by insisting that wherever there 
is a navy yard it be kept running, whether needed 
or not, so the folks back home get the “pork.” In- 
stead of limiting expenditures on munitions, as 
some think, governmental factories would, 
through the political pressure in Congress, be 
kept running as long there was a dollar in the 
treasury, whether the munitions were needed or 
were not. Begun on a pretext of economy, gov- 
ernmental manufacture might prove ruinously ex- 
travagant in the end.

Bankrupt Mexico 


Philadelphia Inquirer (Rep.): American cap- 
italists do not share the confidence in Carranza’s 
ability to establish an orderly government or in 
his readiness to discharge Mexico’s international] 
obligations which President Wilson’s recognition 
of him expressed, and one of his agents who had 
been deputed to ascertain what chance there 
was of floating a Mexican loan in New York City 
was not long ‘n learning that there was no chance 
at all. High finance has promptly and emphat- 
ically refused to entertain any such suggestion. 
American investors have already lost many mil- 
lions in Mexico as a consequence of the policy of 
“Watchful waiting” which the Wilson administra- 
tion has pursued, and they have been told offi- 
cially that for their losses they have no one to 
blame but themselves. 

In the meanwhile the Mexican paper dollar is 
selling for 5 cents and Mexico has defaulted on 
its obligations to the extent of $64,000,000, nearly 
all of which amount is owing to foreign cred- 
itors. Rich as the country is in potential wealth, 
it cannot recover from the bankruptcy in which 
Mr. Wilson has done so much to plunge it until a 
strong and law-abiding Government shall have 
been established and until foreign capital shall 
receive satisfying assurances that investment has 
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Americans whose lives were lost. 

Perhaps diplomacy and technicalism can ex- 
plain such a curious use of. language to conceal

By the time this action was ‘fought a 
large proportion of my reinforcements 
had arrived, and, on the same principle 
which inductd me to put Gen. Stopford 
in temporary command at Helles, I re- 
ileved the war-worn Twenty-ninth Divi- 
sion at the same place by the Thirteenth 
Division under Major-General Shaw. The 
experiences here gained, in looking after 
themselves, in forgetting the thousand 
and one details of peace soldiering and 


‘in grasping the two or three elementary 


rules of.conduct in war soldiering, were, 
it turned out, to be of priceless advan- 
take tc the Thirteenth Division through- 
out: the heavy fighting of the following 
month. 
‘ The Great Venture. 

And’ now it was time to determine a 
date for the great venture. The moon 
would rise on the morning of the seventh 
about 2 a.m. A day or two previously 
the :ast reinforcements, the Fifty-third 
and Fifty-fourth Divisions, were due *o 
arrive. ‘Che first day of the attack was 
fixed for Aug. 6. 

Once the date was decided a ‘certain 
amount of ingenuity had to be called 
into play so as to divert the attention 
of the enemy from my main strategical 
conception. This—I repeat for the sake 
of clearness—was: 

1. To: break out with a rush from 

_Angac and cut off the bulk of the 

Turkish army from land communi- 

cation with Constantinople. 

2. To gain such a command for my 
artillery as to cut off the bulk of the 
Turkish army from sea _ traffic, 
whether with Constantinople or with 
Asia. 

3. Incidentally, to secure Sulva Bay 
as a winter base for Anzac and all 
the troups operating in the northern 
theater. : ; 
My schemes for hoodwinking the 

Turks fell under two heads: First, stra- 


 tegical diversions, meant to draw away

Having settied upon the manner and 
time of the diversions, orders had to be 
issued for the main operation. And here 
l must pause a moment to draw your 
Lordship’s attention to the extraordi- 
tary complexity of the staff work 
caused by the unique distribution of my 
forces. Within the narrow confines of 
the positions I held on the peninsula it 
was impossible to concentrate even as 
much as one-third ofthe fresh troops 
s bout to be launched to the attack. Nor 
could Mudros and Imbros combined ab- 
sorb the whole of: the remainder. The 
strategic concentration which precedes 
a normal battle had in my case to pe a 
\ery wide dispersion. Thus, of the 
furces destined for my offensive, on tne 
day before the battle, part were at An- 
zac, part at Imbros, part at Mudros 
enud part at Mitylene. These last three

The sheet-anchor on which hung the 
whole of these elaborate schemes was 
the navy. One tiny flaw in the perfect 
mutual trust and confidence animating 
the two ‘services would have wrecked 
the whole enterprise. Experts at a dis- 
tance may have guessed as much; jt 
was self-evident to the rawest private 
on the spot. But with men like Vice 
Admiral de Robeck, Commodore Roger 
Keyes, Rear Admiral Christian and 
Capt. F. H. Mitchell at our backs, we 
soldiers were secured against any suca 
risk, and it will be seen how perfect 
was the precision the sailors \put into 
their job. 

The hour was now approaching, and 
I waited for it with as much confidence 
as is possible when to the inevitable un- 
certainties of war are to be added those 
of the weather. Apart from feints, the 
first blow was to be dealt in the south- 
ern zone. 

: Concerted Attack. 

In that theater I had my own Poste 
de Commandment. But upon Aug. 6 at- 
tacks in the south were only to form 
a subsidiary part of one great concert- 
ed attack. Anzac was to deliver the 
knock-down blow; Helles and Suvia 
were complementary operations. Were 
I. to commit myself at the outset to any 
one of these three theaters I must lose 
my sense of proportion. Worse, there 
being no lateral communication be- 
tween them, as soon as I landed at one 
I was cut off from present touch witn 
both of the others. At Imbros I was 
4 minutes from Helles, 4 minutes 
from Anzac and 60 minutes from Suvlia. 
Imbros was the center of the cable sys- 
tem, and thence I could follow each 
phase of the triple attack and be ready 
with my two divisions of reserve to 
throw in reinforcement where they 
seemed most to be required. Therefore 
I decided to follow the opening moves 
from general headquarters. 

At Helles the attack of the Sixth was 
directed against 1200 yards of the Turk- 
ish front opposite our own right and 
right center, and was to be carried out 
by the Eighty-eighth Brigade of the 
Twenty-ninth Division. Two small Turk- 
ish trenches enfilading the main ad- 
vance had, if possible, to be captured 
simultaneously, an affair which was 
entrusted to the forty-second Division. 

After bofribardment the infantry as- 
saulted at 3:50 p. m. On the left large

After dark officers’ patrols were sent 
up to ascertain the exact position of af- 
fairs. Heavy Turkish counter-attacks 
were being pressed against such por- 
tions of the line we: still retained. Many 
of our men fought it out where thev 
stood to ‘the last, but by. nightfall none 
of the enemy’s line remained in our 
possession. — 

Our setback was in no wise the fault 
of the troops. That ardor which only 
dashed itself to pieces against the ene‘ 
my’s strong entrenchments and numer- 
our stubborn defenders on Aug. 6 
would, a month ealier, have achieved 
notable success. Such was the opinion 
of all. But the morale, as well as the 
strength of the Turks, had had time to 
rise to great heights since our last seri- 
ous encounters with them on June 2 
and 23 and July 21. On those dates al! 
ranks had felt, as an army feels, in- 
stinctively, yet with certitude, that they 
had fairly got the upper hand of the 
enemy, and that, given the where- 
withal, they could have gone on stead- 
lly advancing. Now that self-same, half- 
beaten enemy were again making as 
stout a resistance as they had offered 
us at our original landing! 


were three reasons: One moral, one ma- 
terial and one fortuitous. 

1, The news of the enemy’s advance 
on the eastern front had come to 
hand and had been advertised to us 
on posters trom the Turkish trenches 
vefore we heard about it from home. 

2. The new division had come down 
south to Helles to replace those we 
had most severely handled. 

8. The enomy trenches selected for 
our attack were found to be packed 
with troops and so were their com- 
munication trenches, the reason be- 
ing, as explained to us by prisoners, 
that the Turkish commander had 
meant to launch from them an at- 
tack upon us. We had, in fact, by 
coincidence as strange as it was un- 
lucky, anticipated a Turkish offen- 
sive by an hour or two at most!

line from which ou own iroops had ad- 


vanced to the assault. A few of them 
gained a fovting in our trenches, ond 
were all killed or captured: The re- 
mainder were driven back by fire. 
Encmy Full ef Fight. 

As the aim of my action in this south- 
ern zone was, to advance if I could, 
btt in any case to contain the enemv 
and prevent him reinforcing to the 
northwards, I persevered on the seventh 
with my plans, notwithstanding the 
counter attack of the Turks, which was 
actually in progress. My objective this 
time was a double line of Turkish 
trenches on a front of about §00 yards 
between the Mal Tepe Dere and the 
west branch of the Kanli Dere. Afier 
a preliminary bombardment the troops 
of the 125th Brigade on the right and 
the 129th on the left made the assault 
at 9:40 a. m. From the outset it was 
evident that the enemy were full of fight 
and in great force, and that success 
would only be gained after a severe 
struggle. On the right and on the cen- 
ter the first enemy line was captured, 
and small parties pushed on to the sec- 
ond line, where they were unable to 
maintain themselves for long. On the 
left but little ground was gained, and 
by 11 a. m. what little had been taken 
had been relinquished. But in the cen- 
ter a stiff battle raged all day up and 
down a vineyard some 200 yards long 
by 100 yards broad on the west of the 
Krithia road. <A large portion of the 
vineyard had been captured in the first 
dash, and the East Lancashire men in 
this part of the field gallantly stood 
their ground here against a succession 
of vigorous counter attacks. The ene- 
my suffered very severely in these 
counter attacks, which were launched 
in strength and at short intervals. Both 
our brigades had also lost heavily dur- 
ing the advance and in repelling the 
fierce onslaughts of the enemy, but, 
owing to the fine endurance of the Sixth 
and Seventh Battalions of the Lanca- 
shire Fusiliers, it was found possible to 
hold the vineyard through the night. 
and a massive column of the enemy 
which strove to overwhelm their thinned 
ranks was shattered to pieces in the at- 
tempt. 

On Aug. 8 Lieutenant-General Sir F. J. 
Davies took ~ over command of the 
Eighth Army Corps, and Major-General 


| W,. Douglas reverted to the command 


of the Forty-second Division. For two 
more days his troops were called upon 
to show their qualities of vigilance and 
power of determined resistance, for the 
enemy had by no means yet lost hope 
of wresting from us the ground we had 
won in the vineyard. This unceasing 
struggle Was a supreme test for battal- 
fons already exhausted by 48 hours’ des- 
perate fighting and weakened by the 
loss of so many good leaders and men, 
but the peculiar grit of the Lancastrians 
Was equal to the strain, and they did 
not fail. T'wo specially furious counter- 
attacks were delivered by the Turks on 
Aug. 8 one at 4:4 a: m., and another 
at 8:30. p..m., where again our bayonets 
were too much for them. 

Throughout the night they made con- 
tinuous bomb attacks, but the Sixth 
Lancashire Fusiliers and the Fourth 
last Lancashire Regiment stuck gameiy 
to their task at the eastern corner of 
the vineyard. There was desperate fight- 
ing also at the northern corner, where 
the personal bravery of Lieut. W. T. 


| Forshaw, Nireteenth Manchester Regi- 


ment, who stuck to his post after his 
detachment had been relieved (an act 
for which he has since been awarded 
the V. C.), was largely instrumental in 
the repulse of three very determined 
onslaughts. 

A Useful Advance. 

By the morning of Aug. 9 things were 
quieter and ihe sorely-tried troops were 
relieved. On the night of Aug. 12-13, the 
enemy made one more sudden, desperate 
dash for their vineyard—and got it! 
But, on the 13th, our bombers took the 
matter in hand. The Turks were finally 
driven out; the new fire trenches were 
wired and icoproled and have since be- 
come part of our line. 

These two attacks had served thei: 
main purpose. If the local successe. 
were not all that had been hoped for, 
yet a useful advance had been achieved, 
and not only had they given a fresu, 
hard-fighting enemy more than he liad 
bargained for, but they had actually 
drawn down Turkish reinforcements to 
their area. And how can a commander 
say enough for the troops who, aware 
that their task was only a subsidiary 
one, fougut with just as much vim and 
resolution as if they were storming the 
battlements of Constantinople? 

I will now proceed to tell of the as- 
sault on Chunuk Bair by the forces un- 
der Gen. Birdwood, and of the landing 
of the Ninth Corps in the neighborhood 
of Suvla Bay. The entire details of the 
operations allotted to the troops to be 
employed in the Anzac area were form- 
ulated by Lieutenant-General Birdwood, 
subject cnly to my final approval. So 
excellently was this vital business 
worked out on the lines of the instruc- 
tions issued that I had n> modifications 
to suggest, and all these local prepara- 
tions were completed by Aug. 6 in a 
way which reflects the greatest credit 
not only on the corps commander and 
his staff, but also upon the troops them- 
selves, who had to toil like slaves tv 
accumuiate food, drink and munitions 
of war. Alone the accommodation for 
the extra troops to be landed neces- 
sitated an immense amount of work in 
preparing new concealed bivouacs, in 
making interior communications and in 
storing water and supplies, for I was 
determined to put on shore as many 
fighting men as our modest holding at 
Anzac could possibly accommodate or 
provision. All the work was done bv 
Australian and New Zealand soldiers 
almost entirely by night, and the un- 
complaining efforts of these much-tried 
troops in preparation are in a sense as 
much to their credit as their heroism 
in the vattles that followed. Above ail, 
the water problem caused anxiety to th: 
Admiral, to Lieutenant-General Bird. 
wood and myself. The troops to advance 
from SuVla Bay across the Anafarta 
Valley might: reckon on finding some

On the nights of Aug. 4, > and 6 the 
reinforcing troops were shipped into An- 
zac very silently at the darkest hours. 
Then, still silently, they were tucked 
away from enemy aeroplanes or ob- 
servatories in their 
places. The whole sea route lay open 
to the view of the Turks upon Achi 
Baba’s summit and Battleship Hill. 
Aeroplanes could count every tent and 
every ship at Mudros or at Imbros. 
Within rifle fire of Anzac’s open beach 


‘hostile riflemen were looking out across 


the Aegean no more than 20 feet from 
our opposing linés. 

Every modern appliance of telescope, 
telegraph, wireless was at the disposal 
Yet the instructions 
worked out at genera! headquarters in 
the minutest detail (the result of con- 
ferences with the royal navy, which 
were attended by Brigadier-General 
Keen of Gen. Birdwood’s staff) were 
such that the scheme ‘was ¢arried 
through without a hitch. The prepara- 
tion of the ambush was treated as a 
simple matter by the services therein 
engaged, and yet I niuch doubt whether 
any tnore pregnant enterprise than this 
of ianding so large a force under the 
very eves of the enemy, and of keeping 
them ccncealed there three days, is re- 
corded in the annals of war. 

The troops now at the disposal of 
Gen. Birdwood amounted in round num- 
bers to 37,000 rifles and 72 guns, with 
naval support from two cruisers, four 
monitors and two destroyers. Under the 
scheme these troops were to be divided 
into two main portions. The task of 
holding the existing Anzac position and 
of making frontal assaults therefrom 
was assigned to the Australian Division 
(plus the First and Third Light Horse 
Brigades and two battalions of the 
Fortieth Brigade); that of assaulting the 
Chunuk Bair ridge was entrusted to the 
New Zealand and Australian Division 
(less the First and Third Light Horse 
Brigades), to the Thirteenth Division 
less five battalions), and to the Twen- 
ty-ninth Indian Infantry Brigade and to 
the Indian Mountain Artillery Brigade. 
The Twenty-ninth Brigdde of the Tenth 
Division (less one battalion) and the 
Thirty-eighth Brigade were held in re- 
serve. 

The most simple method of developing 
this complicated series of operations will 
be first to take the frontal attac.:s 
from the existing Anzac position and 
afterwards to go on to the assault on 
the more distant ridges. During Aug. 4, 
5 and 6 the works on the enemy’s lef: 
and center were subjecied to a slow 
bombardment, and on the afternoon of 
Aug 6 an assault was made upon the 
tormidable Lone Pine entrenchment. 
Although, in its essence, a diversion to 
craw the enemy’s attention and reserves 
from the grand attack impending upon 
his right, yet, in itself, Lone Pine wes 
a distinct step on the way across tv 
Maidos. It commanded one of the main 
sources of the Turkish water supply, 
and was a work, or, rather, a series of 
works, for the safety of which the en- 
emy had always evinced a certain nerv. 
ousness. The attack was designed to 
heighten this impression. 

The “Pimple” Salient. 


The work consisted of a strong pvint 
d’appui on the southwesteri end of a 
plateau, where it confronted at dis- 
tances varying from 60 to 120 yards, the 
salient in the line uf our trenches named 
by us the Pimple. ‘The entrenchment 
was evidently very strong: it was er- 
tangled with wire, and provided with 
uverhvad cover, and it was connected- by 
numerous communication trenches with 
other point d’appui krown as Juhnston’s 
Jolly on the north, as well as with two 
other works on the east and scuth. 
The frontage for attack amounted at 
most to some 220 yards, and the ap- 
proaches lay open to heavy enfilade fire, 
both from the north and from the 
south. 

The detailed scheme of attack was 
worked out with care and forethought 
by Major-General HTH. B. Walker, com- 
manding First Australian Division, and 
his thoughtfulness contributed, I consid- 
er, largely to the success of the ter- 
prise. 

The action commenced at 4:30 p. m., 
with a continuous and heavy bombard- 
ment of the Lone Pine and adjacent 
trenches, his majesty’s ship Bacchante 
assisting by searching the valleys to 
the northeast and east, and the moni- 
ters by shelling the enemy’s batteries 
south of Gaba Tepe. The assault had 
been entrusted to the First Australian 
lirigade (Brigadier-General N, M. 
Smyth), and punctually at 5:30 p. m. ‘it 
was carried out by the Second, Third 
and Fourth Australian Battalions, the 
First Battalion forming the brigade re- 
serve. Two lines left their trenches 
simultaneously, and were closely fol- 
lowed up by a third. The rush across 
the open was a regular race against 
ceath, which came in the.shape of a 
hail of shell and rifle bullets from front 
and from either flank. But the Aus- 
tralians had firmly resolved to reach the 
enemy’s trenches, and in this determina- 
tion they became for the moment in- 
vincible.

The overhead cover of stout pine beams 


resisted all individual efforts to move 
it and the loopholes continued to spit 
fire. Groups of our men then bodily lift- 


ed up the beams and individual soldiers 


tvaped down into the semi-darkened gal- 
leries amongst the Turks. By 56:47 p. m. 
the Third and Fourth Battalions were 
well into the enemy’s vitals, and a few 
minutes later the reserves of the Sec- 
cnd Battalion advanced over their pa- 
rocos, and driving out, killing or cap- 
turing the occupants, made good the 
whole of the trenches. The reserve 
companies.of the Third and Fourth Bat- 
talions followed, and at 6:20 p. m. the 


First Battalion (in reserve) was launched 


to consolidate the position. 
Determined Counter-Attack. 
At once the Turks made it plain, as 
they have never ceased to do since, 


that they had no intention of acquiescing 


in the capture of this capital work. At 
7 p. m. a determined, and violent coun- 
ter-attack began, both from the north 
and from the south. Wave upon wave 
the enemy swept forward with the barw 
net. Here and there a _ well-directed 
sulvo of bombs emptied a section of a 
trench, but whenever this occurred the 
gap was quickly filled by the initiative 


of the officers and the gallantry of the' 


men. 

The enemy allowed smail respite. At 
1:30 that night ‘1e battle broke out 
afresh. Strong parties of Turks 
swarmed out of the communication 
trenches, preceded by showers of bombs. 
For seven hours, these counter-attacks 
continued. All this time. consolidation 
was being attempted, although the pres- 
ence of so many Turkish prisoners ham- 
pered movement and constituted an ac- 
tua] danger. In beating off these des- 
perate counter-attacks very heavy cas 
ualties were suffered by the Austra- 
lians. Part of the Twelfth Battalion, 
the reserve of the Third Brigade, had 
therefore to be thrown into the melee. 

Twelve hours later, at 1:30 p. m., on 
the seventh, another effort was made 
by the enemy, lasting uninterruptedly 
at closest quarters till 5 p. m., then be- 
ing resumed at midnight, and proceed- 
ing intermittently till dawn. At an 
early period of this last counter-attack 
the Fourth Battalion were forced by 
bombs to relinquish a portion of a 
trench, but later on, led by their com- 
manding officer, Lieutenant-Colonel Mc- 
Naghten, they killed every Turk who 
had got in. 

During Aug. 8 advantage was taken 
of every cessation in the enemy’s bomb- 
ing to consolidate. The Second Bat- 
talion, which had lost its commanding 
officer and suffered especially severe- 
ly, was withdrawn, and replaced by 
the Seventh Battalion, the reserve to 
the Second Infantry Brigade. 

At 5 a m. on Aug. 9 the enemy made 
a sudden attempt to storm from the 
east and southeast, after a feint of firé 
attack from the north. The Seventh 
Battalion bore the brunt of the shock, 
and handled the attack ’so vigorously 
that by 7:45 a. m. there were clear 
signs of demoralization in the enemy's 
ranks. But although this marked the 
end of counter-attacks on the large 
scale, the bombing and sniping contin- 
ued, though in less volume, throughout 
this day and night, and lasted till Aug. 
12, when it at last became manifest 
that we had gained complete ascend- 
ancy. During the final grand assault 
our losses from artillery fire were large, 
and ever since the work has passed 
into our hands it has been a favorite 
daily and nightly mark for heavy shells 
and bombs. 

A Glory te Australia. 

Thus was Lone Pine taken and 
held. The Turks were in great force 
and very full of fight, yet one weak 
Australian brigade, numbering at 
the outset but 2000 rifles, and sup- 
ported only by two weak battalions, 
carried the work under the eyes of 
a whole enemy division, and main- 
tained their grip upon it like a vice 
during six. days’ sucessive counter 
attacks. High praise is due to Brig.- 
Gen. N. M. Smyth and to. his bat- 
talion commanders. The irresistible 
dash and daring of officers and men 
in the initial charge were a glory to 
Australia. The stout-heartednes; 
with which they clung to the cap- 
tured ground in spite of fatigue, se- 
vere losses, and the continual strain 
of Shell fire and bomb attacks may 
seem less strilking to the civilian; it 
is even more admirable to the sol- 
dier. From start to finish, the artil- 
lery support was untiring and vigi- 
lant. Owing to the rapid, accurate 
fire of the Second New Zealand Bat- 
tery under Maj. Sykes, several of

gether defeated in their attempts to 
get to grips with the Australians. 
Not a chance was lost by these gun- 
hers, although time and again . the 
enemy’s artillery made direct hits 
On their shields. The hand-to-hand 
fighting in the semi-obscurity of 
the trenches was prolonged and very 
bitterly contested. In one corner 
eight Turks ang six Australians were 
found lying as they had bayonetted 
one another. To make room for the 
fighting men the dead were ranged 
in rows on either side of the. gang- 
way. After the first violence of the 
counter-attacks had abated, 1000 
corpses—our own and Turkish— 
were dragged out from the trenches. 

For the severity of our own casu- 
alties some partial consolation may 
be found in the facts, first, that 
those of the enemy were much heav- 
ier, our guns and machine guns hav- 
ing taken toll of them as they ad- 
vanced in mass formation along the 
reverse slopes; secondly, that «the 
Lone Pine attack drew all the local 
enemy reserves towards it, and may 
be held, more than any other cause, 
to have been the reason that the 
Sulva Bay landing was so lightly 
opposed, and that comparatively few 
of the enemy were available at first 
to reinforce against our attack on 
Sari Bair, Our captures in this feat 
of arms amounted to 134 prisoners, 
seven machine guns and a large 
quantity of ammunition and equip- 
ment. 

Other Gallant Attacks, 

Other frontal attacks from the exist- 
ing Anzac positions were not so fortu- 
nate. They fulfilled their object in so 
far as they prevented the enemy from 
rainforcing against the attack upon the 
high ridges, but they failed to make 
good any ground. Taken in sequence of 
time, they included an attack upon the 
work known as German Officers Trench, 
on the extreme right of our line, at 
midnight, on Aug. 6-7, also assaults on 
the Nek and Baby 700 trenches, oppo- 
site the center of our line, delivered at 
4°30 2. m. on the 7th. The Second Aus- 
tralian Brigade did all that men could 
do; the 8th Light Horse only accepted 
their repulse after losing three-fourths 
of that devoted band who so brav«iy 
sallied forth from Russell’s Top. Some 
of the works were carried, but in these 
cases the enemy’s concealed machine- 
guns made it impossible to hold on, But 
al’ that day, as the result of these most 
gallant attacks, Turkish reserves on 
Battleship Hill were being held back 10 
meet any dangerous development along 
the front of the old Anzac line, and so 
were not available to met our main en- 


terprise, which I will now endeavor to 


describe. 

The first step in the real push—the 
step which above all others was to 
count—was the night attack on the 
summits of the Sari Bair ridge. The 
crést line of this lofty mountain range 
runs parallel to the sea, dominating the 
underfeatures contained within the 
Anzac position, although these fortu- 
nately defilade the actual landing place. 
From the main ridge a series of spurs 
run down towards the level beach, and 
are separatéd from one another by deep, 
jagged gullies choked up with dense 
jungle. Two of these leading up to Chu- 
nuk Bair are called Chailak Dere and 
Sazli Beit Dere; another deep ravine 
runs up to Koja Chemen Tepe (Hill 
305,, the topmost peak of the whole 
ridge, and is called the Aghyl Dere. 


It was our object to effect a lodg- 
inent along the crest of the high main 
ridge with two columns of troops, vuf; 
seeing the nature of the ground and 
the disposition of the enemy, the effort 
had to be made by stages. We were 
bound, in fact, to undertake a double 
subsidiary operation before we could 
hope to launch these attacks with any 
real prospect of success. 

1. The right covering force was to 
seize Table Top, as well as all othe: 
enemy positions commanding the foot- 
hills beiween the Chailak Dere and thie 
Sazli Beit Dere ravines. If this enter- 
prise succeeded it would open up the 
ravines for the assaulting columns, 
whilst at the same time interposing be- 
tween the right flank of. the left cov- 
ering force and the enemy holding the 
Sari Bair main ridge. 

® The left covering force was. to 
march northwards along the beach to 
seize a hill called Damakjelik Bair, somne 
1400 yards north of Table Toj. If suc- 
cessful it would be able to hold out u 
hand to the ninth corps as it landed 
south of Nibrunesi Point, whilst at the 
same time protecting the left flank of 
the left assaulting column against en- 
emy troops from the Anafarta valley 
during its climb up the Aghyl Dere ra- 
vine. 

3. The rfght assaulting column was 
to move up the Chailak Dere and Sazli 
Beit Dere ravines to the storm of the 
ridge of Chunuk Bair. 

4. The left assaulting column was to 
work up the Aghyl Dere and proiong 
the line of the right assaulting column 
by storming Hill 35 (Koja. Chemenr 
Tepe), the summit of the whole range of 
hills, 

Position Cleverly Captured. 

Old Post No. 3, connected with Tabie 
Top.by a razor back, formed the apex 
of a triangular piece of hill sloping 
gradually down-to our No. 2 and Nog, 
3 outposts. Since its recapture from us 
by the-Turks on May 30 working parties 
had done their best with unstinted ma- 
terial to convert this commanding polit 
into an impregnable redoubt. Two lines 
cf fire trench, very heavily -entangled, 
protected its. southern face—the only 
one accessible to us—and, with its head 
cover of .solid timber baulks and its 
strongly revetted outworks, it dominut- 
ed the approaches of both the Chailal 
Dere and the SazH Beit Dere. 

Table Top is a steep-sided, flat-topped 
hill, close on 400 feet above ‘sea ‘evel.

; | Enough fer Honor. 

On the left the Fourth Australian Bri- 
gade advanced from the Asmak Dere 
against the lower slopes of Abdul Rah- 
man Bair (a spur running due north 
from Koja Chemen Tepe), with the in- 
tention of wheeling to its right and 
advancing up the spur. Cunningly 
placed Turkish machine guns and a 
strong entrenched body of infantry were 
ready for this move, and the bri- 
gade were unable to get on. At last, 
on the approach of heavy columns of 
the enemy, the Australians, virtually 
surrounded, and having already suffered 
losses of over 1000, were withdrawn to 
their original position. Here they stood 
at bay, and though the men were by 
now half dead with thirst and with fa- 
tigue, they bloodily repulsed attack after 
attack delivered by heavy columns of 
Turks, 

So stood matters at noon. Enough 
had -been done for honor and much 
ground had everywhere ,been gained. 
The expected support from Suvla 
hung fire, but the capture of Chu- 
nuk Bair was a presage of victory; 
even if the troops who had been re- 
pulsed were quite undefeated—quite 
full of fight—and so it .was decided 
to hold hard as we wer: till night- 
fall, and then to essay one more 
grand attack, wherein the footing 
gained on Chunuk Bair would this 
time be used as a pivot. 

In the afternoon the battle slack- 
ened, excepting always at Lone Pine, 
where the enemy were still coming 
on in mass, and being mown down 
by our fire. Elsewhere the troops 
were busy digging and getting up 
water and food, no child’s play, with 
their wretched lines of communica- 
tion running within musketry range 
of the enemy. 

That evening the New Zealand 
Brigade, with two regiments of New 
Zealand Mounted Rifles and ithe 
Maoris, held Rhododendron Spur and 
the southwestern slopes of the main 
knoll of Chunuk Bair. The front line 
Was prolonged by the columns of 
Gen. Cox and Gen. Monash (with the 
Fourth Australian Brigade). Behind 
the New Zealanders were the Thir- 
ty-eighth Brigade in reserve, and in 
rear of Gen. Monash two battalions 
of the Fortieth Brigade. The inner 
line was held as before, and the 
Twenty-ninth Brigade (less two bat- 
talions) had been sent up from the 
general reserve, and remained stiil 
further in rear. 1g 

The Renewed Attack. 

At 4:30 a. m. on Aug. 9 the Chu- 
nuk Bair ridge and Hill Q -were 
heavily shelled. The naval guns, all 
the guns.on the left flank, and as 
many as possible from the right 
flank (whence the enemy’s advance 
could be énfiladed), took part in this 
camnonadé, which rosé to fts clima-:: 
at 6:15 a. m, when the whole ridge 
Seemed a mass of flame and smoke, 
whence huge clouds of dust drifted 
slowly upwards in strange patterns 
on to the sky. At 5:16 a. m. this tre- 
mendoug bombardment .was to be 
switched off on to the flanks and 
reverse slopes of the heights. «* 

Gen. Baldwin's column had assem- 
bled in the Chailak Dere, and was 
moving up towards Gen. Johnston's 
headquarters. Our plan contemplated 
the massing of this column immedi- 
ately behind the trenches held by 
the New Zealand Infantry Brigade. 
Thence he was intended to launch 
the battaliong in successive line, 
keeping them as much as possible 
on the high ground. Infinite trouble 
had been taken to ensure that the 
narrow track shoul@ be kept clear, 
guides also were provided; but in 
spite of all precautions the dark- 
ness, the rough, scrub-covered coun- 
try, its sheer steepness, so delayed 
the column that they were unable to 


{take full advantage of the configu- 


ration of the ground, ~~ inclining 
to the left, did not reach the line 
of the Farm—Chunuk Bair—till 5:15 
a. m. In plain English, Baldwin, 
owing to the darkness and the awful 
country, lost his way--through no 
fault of his own. The mischance was 
due to the fact that time did not 
admit of the detailed, careful recon- 
noissance of routes which is so es- 
sential where operations are to be 
earried out by night. ~. 

“Kortune of War Against Us.” 

And now, under that fing:leader, Maj. 
Cc. G. L. Allanson, the Sixth Gurkas of 
the Twenty-ninth Indian Infantry Bri- 
gade pressed up the slopes of Sari Bair, 


the heights of the knoll be- 
crowneCnunuk Bair and Hill Q, viewed 


far beneath theth the waters of the Hel- 
lespone, viewed the Asiatic shores along 
which motor transport was bringing sup- 
plies to the lighters. Not only did this 
battalion, as well as some of the Sixth 
South Lancashire Regiment, reach the 
crest, but they began to attack down the 
far side of it, firing as they went at the 
fast retreating enemy. But the fortune 
of war was against us, At this supreme 
moment Baldwin's column was still a 
long way from our trenches on the 
crest of Chunuk Bair, whence they 
should even now have been sweeping 
out towards,Q@ along the whole ridge 
of the mountain. And instead of Bald-

of Chunuk Bair in time to take effective 
part in the fight he deployed for attack 
where he stood, i. e., at the farm to the 
left of the New Zealand  Brigade’s 
trenches on Rhododendron Spur. Now 
his men were coming on in fine style, 
and, just as the Turks topped the ridgé 
vith shouts of elation, two companies 
of the Sixth East Lancashire Regiment. 
together with the Tenth Hampshire 
Regiment, charged up our side of the 
slope with the bayonet. They had gained 
the high ground immediately below the 
‘commanding knoll on Chunuk Bair, and 
a few minutes earlier would have joined 
‘hands with the Gurkhas and South Lan- 
cashires, and, combined with them, 
would have carried all before them. But 
ithe Turks by this time were lining the 
whole of the high crest in overwhelm- 
ing numbers, 
New Army Troops Audacity. 

The New Army troops attacked with 
a fine audacity, but they were flung 
back from the height and then pressed 
still further down the slope, until Gen. 
Baldwin had to withdraw. his command 
to the vicinity of the farm, whilst the 
enemy, much encouraged, turned their 
attention to the New Zealand troops and 
the two New Army battalions of No. 1 
Column still holding the southwest half 
of the main knoll of Chunuk Bair. Con- 
stant attacks, urged with fanatical per- 
sistence, were met here with a sterner 
resolution, and although, at the end of 
the day, our troops were greatly ex- 
hausted, they still kept their footing’ on 
the summit. And, if that summit meant 
so much to us, it meant even more to 
the Turks. For. the ridge covered our 
landing places, it is true, but it covered 
not only the Turkish beaches at Kilia 
Leman and Maidos, but also the Nar- 
rows themselves and the roads leading 
northward to Bulair and Constantinople. 

That evening our line ran along Rho- 
dodendron Spur up to the crest of Chu- 
nuk Bair, where about 200 yards were 
occupied and held by some 800 men. 
Slight trenches had hastily been dug, 
buc the fatigue of the New Zealanders 
and tho fire of the énemy had prevented 
solid work being doné. The trenches in 
meny places were not more than a few 
inches deep. They were not protected 
by wire. Also many officers are of opin- 
ion that they had not been well sited in 
the first instance. On the South African 
system the main line was withdrawn 
some twenty-five yards from the crest 
instead of being actually on the crest- 
line itself, and there were not even look- 
out posts along the summit. » - 

Boer skirmishers-would thus have 
to show themselves against. the skyline 
before they could annoy. But here we 
were faced by regulars, taught to attack 
in mass with bayonet or bomb, and the 
power of collecting overwhelming num- 
bers at very close quarters rested with 
whichever side held the true skyline in 
force. 

From Chunuk Bair the line ran down 
to. the farm, and almost due nérth to | 
the Asma Dere southern watershed, 
whence it continued westward to the 
sea near Asmak.Kuyu. .On the right 
the Australian division was still hold- 
ing its line, and Lone Ping was. still 
being furiously atte:tked.. The First 
Australian Brigade was now reduced 
from 28°99 to 1000, and the total casual- 
ties up to 8 p. m. on the ninth amount- 
ed to about 8500. But the troops were 
still in extraordinarily good heart, and 
nothing could damp their keenness. The 
only discontent shown was by men who 
were kept in reserve. 

During the night of the 9th-l0th the 
New Zealand and new army troops on 
Chunuk Bair were relieved. For three 
days and three nights they had been 
ceaselessly fighting. They were half- 
dead with fatigue. Their lines of com- 
munication, startéd from sea level, ran 
across trackless ridges and ravines to 
an altitude of 800 feet, and were ex- 
posed all the way to snipers’ fire and 
artillery bombardment. It had become 
imperative, therefore, to get them 
enough food, water and rest :and for’ 
this purpose it was imperative also to 
withdraw them. Chunuk Bair, which 
thee had so magni ‘ently held, was 
now handed over to two battalions of 
the Thirteenth Division, -vhich were 
connected by the Tenth Hampshire Reg- 
iment with the troops at the farm. Gen. 
Sir William Birdwood ig emphatic on 
the point that the nature of the ground 
is such that there was no room on the 
crest for more than this body of 800 
to 1000 rifles. 

Overwhelmeg by Numbers, 

The two battalions of the new army 
chosen to hold Chunuk Bair were the 
Sixth Loyal North Lancashire Regi- 
ment and the Fifth Wiltshire Regiment. 
The first of these arrived in good time 
and occupied the trenches. Even in the 
darkness their commanding officer, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Levinge, recognized 
how dangerously these trenches were 
sited, and he began at once to dig ob- 
servation posts on the actual crest and 
to strengthen the defenses where he 
could. But he had not time given him 
to do much. The Second Battalion, the 
Wiltshire’, were delayed by the intri- 
cate country. They @id not reach the | 
edge of the entrenchment until 4 a. m., 
and were then told to lie down in what 
was believed, erroneously, to be a coy- 
ered position. ® : 

At daybreak on Tuesday, Aug, 10, the 
Turks: delivered a grand attack from 


these two battalions, already weakened 
in numibers, though not im spirit, by pre- 
vious fighting. First our men were 
shelled by every enemy gun, and then, 
at 6:00 a. m., were assaulted by a huge 


division plus a regiment of three bat- 
talions. The North Lancashire men 
were simply overwhelmed in their shal- 
low trenches by sheer weight of num- 
bers, whilst the Wilts, who were 
caught out in the open, were literally 
almost annihilated. The ponderous 
mass of the enemy swept over the crést, 


& 
Now it was our turn. The warships 
and the New Zealand and Australian 
Artillery, the Indian Mounted Artiliery 
Brigade and the -ninth Brigade 
Royal ‘Field Artillery were getting the 
chance of a lifetime. As the successive

Not here only did the Turks pay déar- 
ly for their recapture of the vital crest. 
Enemy reinforcements continued [0 
move up Battleship Hill under heavy 
and accurate fire from our guns, and 
still they kept topping the ridges and 
pouring down the westegn slopes of the 
Chunuk Bair-as if determined to regain 
everything they had lest. But ence 
they were over the crest they became 
exposed not only to the full blast of 
the guns, naval and military, but alec 
to a battery of 10 machine guns belong: 
ing to the New Zealand Infantry Bri- 
gade, which played upon their serriec 
ranks at close range until the barrels 
Wore SOT oe Youute were inflicted, espe- 
cally by thede 10: machine guns, and, 
of the swarms which had once fairiy 
crossed the crest line, only the merest 
handful ever straggied back to their 
own side of Chunuk Bair. 

At this same time strong forces of the 
enemy (foréés which I had reckoned 
would have been held back to meet our 
advance from Suvia Bay) wete hurled 
against the Farm and the spurs to the 
northeast, where there arose a conflict 
so deadly that it may be considered as 
the climax of the four days’ fighting tor 
the ridge. Portions of our line were 
pierced, and the troops driven clean 
down the hill. At the foot of the hill 
the men were rallied by Staff Captain 
Street, who was there supervising the 
transport of food and water. Without a 
word, unhesitatingly, they followed him 
back to the Farm, where they plunged 
again into the midst of that series of 
strugg#es in which Generals fought in 
the ranks and men dropped their sclen- 
tific weapons and caught one another by 
the throat. 

So desperate a battle cannot be de- 
scribed. The Turks came on again and 
again, fighting magnificently, cailing 
upon the name of God. Our men stood 
to it, and maintained, by many a deed 
of daring, the old traditions of their 
race. There was no flinching. ‘They 
died in the ranks where they stood. Here 
Generals Cayley, Baldwin and Cooper 
ané all their gallant men achieved great 
glory. On this bloody field fell Briga- 
dier-Genéral Baldwin, who earned his 
first laurels on Caesar's Camp at Lady- 
smith, There, too, fell Brigadier-General 
Cocper, badly wounded; and there, too, 
feli Lieutenant-Colonel M. H. Nunn, 
commanding the Ninth Worcestershire 
Regiment; Lieutenant-Colonel H. G. Le- 
vinge, commanding the Sixth Loyal 
North Lancashire Regiment; and Lieu- 
tenant-Colenel J. Carden, commanding 
the Fifth Wiltshire Regiment. 

A “Track of a.” 

Towards this supreme struggle the ab- 
solute last two battalions from the gen- 
eral reserve were now hurried, but by 


19 a. m. the effort of the enemy was 
Soon thelr shattered remnants

began to trickle back, leaving a track of 
curpses behind them, and by night, ex- 
cept prisoners or wounded, no live Turk 
was left upon our side of the slope. 
That same day, Aug. 10, two attacks, 
one in the morning and the other in the 
afternoon, wére delivered on our posi- 
tions along the Asmak Dere and Dam- 
akjelik Bair. Both were repulsed with 


heavy loss by the Fourth Australian 


Brigade and the Fourth South Wales 
Borderers, the men of the new afmy 
showing all the steadiness.of veterans. 
Sad to say, the. Borderers lost their in- 
trepid leader, Lieutenant-Colonel Gilles- 
pie, In the course of this affair. 

By evening the total casualties of Gen. 
EPirdwood’s foree had reached 12,000 and 
included a very large proportion of offi- 
cers. The Thirteenth Division of ‘the 
uew army, under Major-General Shaw, 
had alone lost 6006 out of a gran@ tota! 
of 10,600. Baldwin was gone, and all his 
staff. Ten commanding officers out of 
13 had disappeared from the fighting ef- 
fectives. The Warwicks and the 
Worcesters had lost literally @very sin- 
gle officer. The old German notion that 
nc unit would stand a loss of more 
than 25 per cent had been completely 
falsified. The Thirteenth Division and 
the Twenty-ninth Brigade of the Tenth 
(Irish) Division had lost more than 
twice that proportion, and, in spirit, 
were game for as much more fighting as 
might be required. But physically, 
though Birdwood’s forces were prepared 
to hold on to all they had gained, ex- 


cepting only the foothplds on the ridge! 
between Chunuk Bair and Hill Q, mo-|

‘Bay was entrusted to Lieutenant- 
General the Hon. Sir F. Stopford. 
At his disposal was placed the 
Ninth Army Corps, less the  Thir- 
teenth Division and the Twenty- 
ninth Brigade of the Tenth Division. 
The Landing at Sulva. 

We believed that the Turks were 
still unsuspicious about Suvila, and 
that their only defenses near that 
part of the, coast were a girdle of 
trenches round Lala Baba and a few 
uncennected lengths of fire trench 
on Hill 10 and@ on the hills forming 
the northern arm of the bay. There 
was no wire. Inland a small work 
had been constructed on  Yilghin 
Burnu (locally known as Chocolate 
Hills), and a few guns had ~,.been 
placed upon these hills, as well as 
upon Ismail Oglu Tepe, whence they 
could be brought into action either 
‘against the beaches of Suvia Bay or 
against any attempt from Anzac to 
break out northwards and attack 
Chunuk Bair. The numbers of the 
enemy allotted for the defense of 
the Suvia and Ejelmer areas (includ- 
ing the troops in the Anafarta vil- 
lages, but exclusive of the general 
reserveé in.rear of the Sari Bair) 
were supposed to be under 4000, Un- 
til the Turkish version of these 
events is in our hands it is not pos- 
sible to be certain of the accuracy 
of this estimate. 

All that can be sald at present is that 
my Intelligencé Department was won- 
derfully exact in its figures as a rule, 
and, that in the cage in question, events, 
the reports made by the prisoners, etc., 
seem to show that the forecast was cor- 
rect. 

Arrangements for the landing of the 
Ninth Corps at Suvla were worked out 
in minute detail by my general nead- 
quarters staff in collaboration with che 
staff of Vice Admiral’ de Robeck, and 
every precaution was taken to insuze 
that the destination of the troops was 
kept secret up to the last moment. 

Whilst. concentrated at the Island of 
Imbros the spirit and physique of the 
Eleventh Division had impressed me 
very favorably. They were to lead or: 
the landing. From Imbros they were to 
be ferried over to the peninsula in de- 
stroyers and motor lighters. Disem- 
barkation was to begin at 10:30 p. ©.., 
half an hour later than the attack on 
the Turkish outpost on the northern 
flank at Anzac, ard I was sanguine 
enough to hope that the elaborate plan 
we had worked out would enable three 
complete brigddes of infantry to be set 
ashore by daylight. Originally it had 
been intended that all three brigaties 
should Jad on the beach immediately 
south of Nibrunesi Point, but In defer- 
ence to the representations of the corps 
commander I agreed, unfortunately, as 
it turned out, to one brigade being land- 
ed inside the bay. 

Seeret Instructions. 

The first task of the Ninth Corps was 
to seize and hold the Chocolate and Is- 
mai] Ogli Hills, together with the hign 
ground on the north and east of Suvia 
Bay. If the landing went off smoothly, 
and if my information regarding the 
strength of the enemy were correct, - 
hoped that these hills, with their guns, 
might be well in our possession before 
dayoreak. In that case 1 hoped further 
that the first division which landed 
would be strong enough to picket and 
hold all the important heights within 
artillery range of the bay, when Gen.

So much detail I have felt bound, for 
(the sake of clearness; to give in the 
body of my dispatch: The further de- 
tail, showing numbers landed, etc., will 
be found in the appendix and tables at- 
tached.

When originally I conceived the idea 
of these operations, one ef the first 
points to be weighed was that of the 
water supply in the Blyuk Anafarta val- 
le. and the Suvia plain. Experience at 
Anzac had shown quite clearly that the 
whole plan must be given up-uniess a 
certain amount of water could bé courit- 
ed upon, and, fortunately, the informa- 
tion I received was reassuring. But in 
case of accidents, andwto be on the Rafe 
side, so long ago &s June had I bégun 
to take steps to counter the chance thag 
we might, from One cause or another 
find difficulty in. develoying’ the wells. 
Having got from the War Office all that 
they could give me, I addféssed myself 
to India and Egypt, and eventually from 
these three sources I managed to secure 
portable receptacles for 100,000 gallons, 
including petrol tins, milk cans, camel 
tanks, Water bags, and pakhals. 

Supplementing thése were lighters and 
water ships, all under naval controt. In- 
deed, by arrangement with the Admiral. 
the responsibility of the army was con- 
fined to the emptying of the lighters 
and the distribution of the water to the 
troops, the navy undertaking to bring 
the full lighters to the shore to replace

the empty ones, thus providing a .on- 
tinuous supply. ‘ 

Finally, 370 mules, together With 1/50 
water carts, were provided for Anzac 
and Suvia—this in addition to 90 mules 
already at Anzac. Representatives of 
the Director of Supplies and Transport 
at Suvia and Anzac were sent to allot 
the transport which was to be used for 
eafrying up whatever was most needed 
by units ashore, whether water, food or 
ammunition. ‘ 

This statement, theugh nevessaruy 
brief, will, I hope, suffice te thro¥- 
some light. upon the complexity of the 
arrangements thought out beforehand 
in order, so far as was humanly possl- 
ble, to combat the disorganization, the 
hunger and the thirst which lie In walt

- The Navy’s Achievement.

route, secured and established himself 
on a position extending from the sea 
about 135 p., through the high sround 
about the p, of Kiretch Tepe Sirt to 
about 135 Z 8 In front of him, on the 
ridge, he reported the enemy to be 
strongly entrenched. The Sixth Royal 
Munster Fusiliers have been named as 
winning special distinction here. ‘he 
whole advance was well carried out: by 
the Irishmen over difficult ground, 
against an enemy—500 to 700 Gendarm- 
erie—favored by the lie of the land. 

The weather was very hot and the 
new troops suffered much from want of 
water. Except at the southernmost ex- 
tremity of the Kiretch Tepe Sirt ridge, 
there was no water in that part of the 
tield, and although it existed in some 
abundance throughout the area over 
which the Eleventh Division was operat- 
ing, the corps commander reports that 
there was no time to develop its re- 
sources. Partly this seems to have been 
owing to the enemy’s fire; partly t> a 
want of that nous which stands by as 
second hature to the old campaigner; 
partly ft was inveitable. Anyway, fo: 
as long as such a state of things last- 
ed, the troops became dependent on tho 
lighters, and upoh the water brought tu 
aia beaches in tins, pakhals, etc. 

Exhausted Troops 

* Undoubtedly the distribution of this 
water to the ‘advancing troops was a 
matter of great difficulty, and one which 
required not only well worked-out 
-ehemes from corps and division staffs, 
but also energy and experience on the 
part of those who had to put them into 
practice. As it turned out, and ‘judging 
merely by results, I_ regret to say that 
the measures actually taken’*in regard 
to the distribution proved to be in- 
adequate, and that suffering and dis- 
organization ensued. The disembarka- 
tion of artillery horses was therefore at: 
once, and rightly, postponed by the 
corps commander, in order that mules 
might be landed to carry up water. 

And now Gen, Stopford, recollecting 
the vast issues which hung upgn his suc- 
cess in forestalling the enemy, urged 
his divisional commanders to push on. 
Otherwise, as he saw, all the advantages 
of the surprise landing must be nulli- 
fied. But the divisional commanders be- 
lieved themselves, it seems, to be unable 
to move. Their men, they said, were 
exhausted by their efforts of the night 
of the 6th-7th, and by the action of the 
ith. The want of water had told on the 
new troops. The distribution from the 
beaches had not worked smoothly. in 
some cases the hose had been pierced 
by individuals wishing to fill their own 
bottles; in others lighters had grounded 
so far from the beach that men swam 
out to fill batches of water bottles. All 
this haf added to the disorganization in- 
evitable after a night landing, follawed 
by figiits here and there with an enemy 
scattered over a country to us unknown 
These pleas for delay were perfectly 
well founded. . 

But it aL ‘to have been overlooked 
that the half-defeated Turks in front of 
us were equally , exhausted and disor- 
ganized, and that an advance was the 
simplest and swiftest method of so!ving 
the water trouble and every other sort 
of trouble. Be this. as it may, the ob- 
jections overbore the corps commander's 
resdlution. He now got ashore 
three batteries (t of them mountain 
batteries), and the great guns of the 
ships were ready to speak at his re- 
quest. But it was lack of artillery sup- 
port which finally decided him to ac- 
quiesce in a policy of going slow, which, 
by the time it reached the troops. be- 
came translated into a period of inac- 
tion. The division generals were, ‘n 
fact, inférmed that, “in view of the in- 
adequate artillery support,” Gen. Stop- 
ford did not wish them to make frontal 
attacks on ‘entrenched positions, but de- 
sired them, so far as was possible, to 
try and turn any trenches whick were 
met with. . 


Within the terms of this instruction 
lles the root;of our failure to make use 
of the priceless daylight hours of Aug. 
g. Normally, it may be correct to say 
that in modern warfare infantry can- 
not be expected to advance without ar- 
tillery preparation. But in a landing on 
a-hostile shore the order has to be in- 
verted. The infantry must advance and 
seize a suitable position to cover the 
landing, and to provide artillery posi- 
tions for the main thrust. The very ex- 
istence of the force, its water supply, 
its facilities for munitions and sup- 
plies, its power to reinforce, must abso- 
| lutely depend on the infantry being able 
instantly to make good sufficient ground 
Without the aid of the artillery other 
than can be supplied for the purpose by 
floating batteries. 


This is not a condition that should 
take the commander of a covering force 
by. surprise. It is one already foreseen. 
Driving power was required, and even 
a certain ruthlessness, to brush aside 
pleas for a respite for tired troops. The 
one fatal error was inertia. And inertia 
prevailed. 


Late in the evening of the 7th the 
enemy had withdrawn the few -guns 
which had been in action during ‘the 
day. Beyond half a dozen shells dropped’ 
from very tong range into the bay jn 
the early morning of the 8th, no enemy 
artillery fired that day in the Suvle 
area. The guns had evidently been 
moved back, lest they should be cap- 
tured’ when we pushed forward. As for 
the intrenched positions, these, in the 
ordinary acceptance of the term, were 
nonexistent. The general staff officer 
whom I had sent on to Suvia-early in 
the morning of the 8th reported by 
telegraph the absence of hostile gun 
fire, the small amount of rifle fire and 
the enemy’s apparent weakness. He 
also drew attention to the inaction of 
our own troops, and go the fact that 
golden opportunities were being missed. 
Before this message arrived at general 
headquarters I had made up my mind, 
from the ccrps commander’s own re- 
ports, that all was not well at Suvia.

Division was confident of success in 
an attack he was to make at dawn next 
morning (the 9th). I felt no such con~- 
fidence. Beyond a small advance by 
a part of the Eleventh Division between 
the Chocolate Hills and Ismail. Oglu 
Tepe, and some further progress along 
the Kiretch Tepe Sirt ridge by the 
Tenth Division, the day of the 8th had 
been logt, The commander of the 
Eleventh ’ ee eisiss had, it seems, or- 
dered strong’ patrols to be pushed for- 
ward, so to make good all the strong 
positions » advance which could be 
occupied without serious fighting; fut. 
as he ufterwards reported, ‘“‘little was 
done in this respect.’’ Thus a priceless 
12 hours had already gone to help the 
ehances of the Turkish reinforcements 
which were, I knew, both from naval 
and aerial sources, actually on the 
march for Suvla. But when I urged 
that even now, at the eleventh hour, 
the Eleventh Division should make a 
concerted attack upon the hills, I was 
met by a non possumus. The objec- 
tions of the morning were no longer 
valid; the men were now well rested, 
watered and fed. But the divisional 
commanders disliked the idea of an ad- 
vance by night, and Gen. Stopford did 
not care, it seemed, to force their 
hands. , 

So it came about that I was driven 
to see whether I could not, myself, put 
concentration of effort and purpose into 
the direction of the large number, of 
men ashore. The corps commander 
made no objection. He declared himsel[ 
tc be as eager as I could be to ad- 
vance. The representations made by 
the divisional commanders had seemed 
tc him insuperable. If I could see my 
way to get over them no one would be 
rore pleased than himself. 

Accompanied by Commodore Roger 
Keyes and Lieutenant-Colonel Aspinall 
of the headquarters general staff, I 
landed on the beach, where all seemed 
quiet and peaceful, and saw the com- 
mander of the Eleventh Division, Ma- 
jor-General Hammersley. I warned 
him the sands were running out fast, 
and that by dawn the high ground to 
his front might very likely be occupied 
in force by the enemy. Hs saw the 
danger, but declared that it was a phys- 
ical impossibility, at so late an hour 
(6 p. m.) to get out orders for a night 
ettack, the troops being very much scat- 
tered. There was no other difficulty 
now, but this was insuperable; he coulé 
not recast his orders to get them round 
to his troops in time. But one brigade, 
the thirty-second, was, so Gen. Ham- 
mersley admitted, more or less concen- 
trated and ready to move. 

Story of a Brigades. 

The general staff officer of the divis- 
fon, Col. Neil Malcolm, a soldier of ex- 
perience, on whose opinion I set much 
value, was consulted. He agreed that 
the Thirty-second Brigade was now in 
a position to act. I therefore issued a 
direct order that, even if it were only 
with this Thirty-second Brigade, the ad- 
vance should begin at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, so that a portion at least 
of the Eleventh Division should antici- 
rete the Turkish reinforcements on the 
heights and dig themselves in there upon 
some good tactical point. 

Intaking upon myself the serious fre- 
sronsibility of thus dealing with a de- 
tall of divisional tactics I was careful to 
limit the scope of the interference. Be- 
yond directing that the one brigade 
which was reported ready to move at 
ence should try and make good the 
heights before the enemy got on to 
them, I did nothing, and said not a 
word calculated to modify or in any way 
effect the attack already planned for 
the morning. Out of the 13 battalions 
which were to have advanced against 
the heights at dawn, four were now to 
anticipate that movement by trying to 
make good the key of the enemy’s po- 
sition at once and under cover of dark- 
ness. 

I have net been able to get a clear 
and coherent account of the doing of 
the Thirty-second Brigade, but I have 
establisheg the fact that it did not actu- 
yd commence its advance till 4 a. m. 

n Au&. 9. The reason given is that the 
ee of the brigade were scattered. In 
Gen. Stopford’s dispatch he says that 
“One company of the Sixth East York 
Pioneer Battalion succeeded in getting 
te the top of the hill north of Anafarta 
Sagir, but the rest of the battalion and 
the Thirty-second Brigade were at- 
tacked from both flanks during their 
advance, and fell back to a line north 
and south of Sulajik. Very few of the 
leading company or the Hoyal Engineers 
who accompanied it got back, and that 
evening the strength of the battalion 
was 9 officers and 380 men.” 

After;their retirement from the hill 
nogth of Anafarta Sagir (which com- 
manded the whole battlefield) this 
Thirty-second Brigade then still marked 
the high-water level of the advance 
made at dawn by the rest of the di- 

vision. When their first retirement was 
completed they had to fall back further, 
so as to come into line with the most 
forwamli of their comrades. The infer- 
ence seems clear. Just'as the Thirty- 
second Brigade in their advance met 
with markedly less opposition than the 
troops who attacked an hour and afhalf 
later, so, had they themselves started 
earlier, they would probably have ex- 
perienced,less opposition. Further, It 
seems reasonable to suppose that had 
the complete division started at 4 @ m. 
on the $th, or, better still, at 10 P, m. 
on the &th, they would have made Sed 
the whole of the heights in front of. 
them. 

That night 1 stayed at Suvia, vrefer- 
ring to drop direct cable contact with 
my operations as a whole to losing touch 
with a corps battle which seemed to be 
going wrong.

As the 
cénter fell back the steady, gallant be- 
havior of the Sixth Battalion, Border 
Regiment amd the Sixth Battalion Lin- 
coln Regiment, on either flank, was 
especially noteworthy. Scrub fires on 
Hill 70-dia@ much to harass and hamper 
our troops. When the Thirty-seconc 
Brigade fell back before attacks from 
the slopes of the hill north of Anafarta 
Sagir’and from the direction of Abrijak 
they took up thé line north and south 
through Sulajik: Here their left was 
protected by two battalions of the 
Thifty-fourth Brigade, which came up 
to their support. The line was later 
on prolonged by the remainder of the 
Thirty-fourth Brigade and two battal. 
ions of the One Wundred and Tlifty- 
ninth Brigade of the lifty-third Divis- 
ion. Their right was connected with 
the Chocolate Hills by the Thirty-third 
Brigade on the ‘position to which they 
had returned after their repulse from 
the upper slopes of Ismail Oglu Tepe. 

Some: of the units which took part 
in this engagement acquitted themselves 
very bravely. I regret I have not had 
sufficient detai] given me to enable me 
tc mention them by name. The divis- 
ional commander speaks with apprecia- 
tion of one freshly-landed battalion. of 
the Fifty-third Division, a Hereford- 
shire battlion, presumably the One Hun- 
dred and First Herefordshire, which at- 
tacked with impetuosity and courage 
between Hetman Chair and Kaslar 
Chair, about Azmak Dere, on the ex- 
treme right of his line. 


No Regular Troops. 

During the night of the 8th-9th and 
early morning of the 9th the whole of 
the Fifty-third (Territorial) Division (my 
general reserve) had arrived and dis- 
embarked. I had ordered it up to Suv- 
la, hoping that by adding its strength 
tc. the Ninth Corps, Gen. Stopford might 
still be enabled to secure the command- 
ing ground round the bay. The infantry 
brigades of the Fifty-third Division (no 
artillery had accompanied it from En- 
gland) reinforced the Eleventh Division. 

On Aug. 10 the corps commander de- 
cidec to make another attempt to take 
the Anafarta ridge. The Eleventh Di- 
vision were not sufficiently rested to 
play a prominent part in the operation, 
but the Fifty-third Division, under Gen. 
Lindley, was to attack, supported by 
Gen. Hammersley. On the 10th there 
were one brigade of Royal Field Arrtil- 
lery ashore, with two mountain bat- 
teries, and all the ships’ guns were 
available to co-operate. But the at- 
tack failed, though the corps command- 
er considers that seasoned troops would 
have succeeded, especially as the enemy 
were showing signs of being shaken by 
our artillery fire. Gen. Stopford points 
cut, however, and rightly so, that the 
nitack was delivered over very difficult 
country, and that it was a high trial 
for troops who had never been in action 
before, and with no regulars to set a 
standard Many of the battalions fought 
with great gallantry, and were led for- 
ward with much devotion by their of- 
ficers. At a moment when things were 
looking dangerous, two battalions of the 
EBieventh Division (not specified by the 
corps commander) rendered very good 
service on the left of the Territorials. 
At the end of the day our troops oc- 
cupied the line hill east of Chocolate 
Hiil—Sulajik, whilst the enemy—who had 
been ably commanded throughout—were 
still receiving reinforcements, and, apart 
from their artillery, were three times 
as,strong as they had been on Aug. 7 

Orders were issued to the general of- 
ficer commanding Ninth Corps to take 
up and entrench a line atross the whole 
front from near the Azmak Dere, 
through the knoll east of the Chocolate 
Hill, to the ground held by the Tenth 
Division about Kiretch Tepe Sirt. Gen. 
Stopford took advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to reorganize the divisions, and, 
as there was a gap in the line between 
the left of the Fifty-third Division and 
the right of the Tenth Division, gave 
orders for the preparation of certain 
strong points to enable it to be held. 

The Fifty-fourth Division (infantry 
only) arrived, and were disembarked on 
Aug. 11 and placed in reserve. On the 
following day—Aug. 12—I proposed that 
the Fifty-fourth Division should make 
a night march in order to attack, at 
dawn on the 15th, the heights Kavak 
Tepe—Teke Tepe. The corps command- 
er, having reason to believe that the in- 
closed country about Kuchuk Anafarta 
Ova and the north of it was held by 
the enemy, ordered one brigade to move 
forward in advance, and make good Ku- 
chuk Anafarta Ova, so as to insure 
an unopposed march for the remainder 
no? the division as far as that place. So 
that afternoon the One Hundred and 
Sixty-third Brigade-moved off, and, in 
spite of serious opposition. established 
itself about the A. of Anafarta (118m. 4 
and 7), in difficult and inclosed coun- 
try. 

“Not One Came Back.” 


In the course of the fight, creditable 
in all respect to the One Hundred and 
Sixty-third Brigade, there happened a 
very mysterious thing. The Fifteenth 
Norfolks were on the right of the line, 
and found themselves for a moment 
less strongly opposed than the rest 
of the brigade. Against the yielding 
furees of the enemy Col. Sir. H. 
Beauchamp, a bold;*self-confident offi- 
cer, eagerly pressed forward, followed 
bv the best part of the battalion. The 
fighting grew hotter and the ground be- 
came more wooded and broken. . At 
this stage many men were wounded or 
grew exhausted with thirst. These found 
their way, back to camp during the 
night. But the Colonel, with 16 officers 
and 250 men, still kept pushing on, driv- 
ing the enemy before him. Amongst 
these ardent souls was part of a fine 
company enlisted from the King’s Sand- 
ringham estates. Nothing more was 
ever seen or heard of any of them. They 
charged into the forest and were lost to

Whilst this fighting was in progress 
the Second Mounted Division moved out. 
from tala Baba in open formation to 
take up a position of readiness behind 
Yilghin Burnu. During this march they | 
came under a remarkably steady and 
accurate artillery fire. The advance 
of these English Yeomen was a sight 
calculated to senda thrif of pride 
through anyone with a drop of English 
blood running in their veins. Such superb 
martial spectacles are rare in modern 
var. Ordinarily it should always be 
possible to bring up reserves under some 
sort of covér from shrapnel *‘re. Hore, 
for a mile and a half, there was no*h- 
ing to conceal a mouse, much less some 
of the most stalwart soldiers England 
has ever sent from her shores. 


Advancing “by Inches.” 

Despite the critical evefits in other 
parts of the field, I could hardly take 
my glasses from the Yeomen; they 
moved like men marching on parade. 
Here and there a shell would take toll 
of a cluster; there they lay; there was 
no straggling; the others moved steadily 
on; not a man was there who hitng back 
ov hurried. . But such an ordeal must 
consume some of the battle-winning 
fighting energy of those subjocted to it, 
and it is lucky indeed for the Turks 
that the terrain, as well as the lack of 
trenches, forbade us from letting the 
Second Mounted Division loose at close 
quarters to the enemy without under- 
going this previous too a. ibe baptism 
of fire. 

Now that the Elev enth Div ision had 
made their effort, and failed, the Sec- 
ond South Midland Brigade (command- 
ed by Brigadier-General Earl of Long- 
ford) was sent forward from its position 
o¢ readiness begin Yilghin Burnu, in the 
hope that they might yet restore the 
fortunes of the day This brigade, in 
ection for the first time, encountered 
both bush fires and musketry without 
flinching, but the advance had in places 
te be almost by Inches, and the actual 
close attack by the Yeomen did not take 
place until night was fast falling. On 
the left they reached the foremost line 
of the Twenty-ninth Division, and on 
the right algo they got as far as the 
leading battalions. But, as soon as it 
was dark, one regiment pushed up the 
valley between Scimitar Hill and Hill 100 
(on Ismail Oglu Tepe), and carried the 
trenches on a small knoll near the 
center of this horseshoe. 

The regiment imagined it had cap- 
tured ‘Hill 100, which would have been 
a very notable success, enabling, as it 
would, the whole of our line to hang on 
and dig in. But when the report came 
in some doubt was felt as to its accu- 
racy, and a reconnaissance by staff of- 
ficers showed that the knoll was a good 
way from Hill 100, and that a strongly- 
held semi-circle of ‘Turkish trénches 
(thé enemy having been heavily rein- 
forced) still denied us access to the top 
of the hill. As the men were too done, 
and had lost too heavily to admit of a 
second immediate assault, and as the 
knoll actually held would have been 
swept by fire at daybreak, there was 
rothing for it but to fall back under 
cover of darkness to our original line. 
The losses in this attack fell most heav- 
iiy on the Twenty-ninth Division. They 
were just under 5000. 

“Individeals and Units.” 

I am sorry not to be able to give more 
detail as to the conduct of individuals 
and units during this battle. But the 
Second South Midland Brigade has been 
trought to my notice, and it consisted 
of the Bucks Yeomanry, the Berks Yeo-_| 
manry and the Dorest Yeomanry. The 
Yeomanry fought very bravely, and “ 
personal, aé well as pubite, grounds, I 
specially @eplore the loss of Brgadier- 
General Earl of Longford, K. P., M. V.

The samé day, as prearranged with 
Gen, Birwdood, = force consisting of two 
bettalions of New a4 Mounted 
Rifles, two battalions of the Twenty- 
ninth Irish Brigade, the Fourth South 
Wales Boderers and Twenty-Ninth In- 
dian Infantry Brigade, the whole under 
command of Major-General H. V. Cox, 
was .working independently to support 
the main attack> 

Gen. Cox divided his force into three 
sections: the left section to press for- 
gard and establish a permanent hold on 
the existing lightly-held outpost line 
covering the junction of the Eleventh 
Division with the Anzac front; the cen- 
ter section to seize the well at Kabak 
Kuyt, an asset of utmost value, whether 
te. ourselves or the enemy; the right sec- 
tion to attack and capture the kebeped 
trenches on the northeast side of the 
Kalajik Aghala. 

The advance of the left section was a 
success; after a brisk engagement the 
well at Kabak Kuyu was seized by the 
Indian Brigade, and by 4:30 the right 
column, under Brigadier-General Rus- 
sell, under heavy fire, ¢ffected a lodg- 
ment on the Kalajig Aghala, where our 
men intrenched and began to dig com- 
munications across ghe Kaiajik Dere to-

le ge ensued, in which Gen. Rus- 
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Russell, reinforeea by the newly ar- 


rived Bighteenth Australian Battalion, 
attacked the summit of the Kaiatig! 
Aghala. — 

New Line Strengthened. 

The Australians carried 150 yards of | 
the trenches, losing heavily in 60 do- 
ing, and were then forced to fall back 
again owing to enfilade fire, though in 
the meantime the New Zealand Mounted 
Rifles managed, in spite of constant 
counter attacks, to make good another 
80 yards. A counter attack in strength 
launched by the Turks at 10 a. m. Was 
repulsed, the new line from the Kaltajik 
Aghala to Susuk Kuyu Was gradually 
strengthened, and eventually joined on 
to the right of the Ninth Army Corps, 
thereby materially improving the whole 
situation. During this action the Fourth 
Australian Brigade, which remained 
facing the Turks on thé upper part of 
the Kaiajik Aha@la, was able to Inflict 
several hundred casualties on the enemy 
as they retreated or endeavored to rein- 
forcé. 

On Aug. 21 we had carried the Turk- 
ish intrenchments at several points, but 
had been unable to hold what we had 
gained, except along the section where 
Major-General Cox had made a good 
edvance with Anzac and Indian troops. 
To be repulsed is not to be defeated, as 
long as the commander and his troops 
are game to renew the attack. All were 
@ager for such a renéwal of the of- 
f«nsive; but clearly we would-have for 
scme time to possess our souls in pa- 
tience, seeing that reinforcement and 
munitions were short, that we were al- 
ready outnumbered by the enemy, and 
that a serious outbreak of sickness 
showed how it had become imperative to 
give & spell of rest to the men who had 


been fighting so magnificently and so 


‘ontinuously. To calculate on rest, it 
may be suggested, was to calculate 
without the enemy. Such an idea has 
no true bearing on the feelings of the 
garrison of the peninsula. That the 
Turks should attack had always been 
the earnest. prayer of all of us, just as 
much after Aug. 21 as befor. it. And, 
now that we had to suspend progress

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GRAVES MEN SEE. 
POLITICAL PLOT IN 
NEW WARD LINES 


Proposed Boundary Changes 
Would Shift G. J. Hug 
From 11th to 14th. 


The supporters of Circuit Clerk Graves 
see an attempt to deprive one of their 
number of the fruits of @ political fight 
in the Bleventh Ward on the South 
Side, in the proposed change of ward 
boundaries submitted Friday in the 
Board of Aldermen, which would trans- 
fer the residence of Deputy Circuit 
Clerk George J. Hug from the Eleventh 
to the Fourteenth Ward. 

Hug lives at 3506 Arsenal street, 
his precinct literally is carved out 
the Eleventh to be added to the Four- 
teenth, making an irregular line be 
tween the adjacent wards. He has be 
leading a fight against City Committee- 
man Eggeman, who is regarded as a 
Schmoll adherent, and the Hug forces 
gay they are in a position to unseat 
Eggeman as committeeman at’ the 
August primary. 

Several Other Complaints. 

The Hug complaint is only one of a 
score that developed when a special 
aldermanic committee submitted its rec- 
ommendations for redistributing the vot- 
ers in the 28 city wards. The opposition 
manifested at the first inspection of the 
proposed ward map led several alder- 
men to predict that the plan never 
would be adopted in the shape in which 
it is reported. / 

William F. Otto, Alderman from the 
Fourth Ward, and Wilbur C. Schwartz, 
Alderman from the Twentieth, found 
they would no longer be residing in 
the wards they represent if the plan is 
adopted. Neither expressed annoyance 
at this fact and both said they contem- 
plated removing to the new location. 

Lawyers say® that Alderman Otto 
would disqualify himself and be forced 
out of office if he removed from his 
present address at 1540 North Fifteenth 
street to the new Fourth Ward pro- 
posed at the western city limits. 

Must Stay in District. 

The charter states that Aldermen shall 
reside during their term of office in 
the district from which they were elect- 
ed. If Alderman Otto removes before 
his term ends in April, 1917, he will 
shorten his official career. If he. de- 
sires to become a candidate in the new 
Fourth Ward at the western cfty lim- 
its he can only do so by having resided 
in the new @istrict at least one year, 
according to the charter. 

Aldermam Schwartz would only have 
to remove 4& short distance from his 
present address, 3330 Bell avenue, to re- 
enter the Twentieth Ward, and woul 
not be required to move from the dis- 
trict from which he was elected. 


ST. LOUIS COMMUNITY TRUST 
HOLDS ITS FIRST MEETING 


J. Ldonberger Davis Heads Foundation 
That Will Distribute Money for 
General Welfare of Public. 

The first and organization meet- 
ing of the committee of the St. 
Louis Community Trust was held yes- 
terday, at the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co. All of the members of the com- 
mittee were present. 

J. Lionberger Davis was elected 
chairman; Aaron Waldheim, vice 
chairman, and Arthur H. Burge was 
appointed temporary secretary. Re- 
ports were made from Cleveland, Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee showing that 
large sums had been given directly, 
in addition to the large bequests con- 
tained in wills, for the carrying for- 
ward of the work of the Community 
Trust or Foundation in those cities. 

The general plan of the St. Louis 
Community Trust provides that funds, 
small or large, may be given or be- 
queathed to the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co. as trustees; the income from such 
trust funds to be distributed by the 
committee when available for any 
purpose which in the opinion of the 
committee is for the upbuilding of 
the general welfare of the community. 
Three of the committee of five to 
distribute the funds are appointed by 
public officials and two by the Board 
of Directors of the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co., thereby insuring public 
control of the funds which are avail- 
able for distribution. 


RETAIL HARDWARE DEALERS

Model Farm Power House Will Be At- 
tractive Exhibit at State 
Convention. 

The Missouri Retail Hardware Deal- 
ers’ Association will hold its nineteenth 
annual convention for three days be- 
ginning Tuesday, in the Furniture Board 
of Trade Building, Fourteenth and Lo- 
cust streets.

EXPENDITURE ESTIMATE

an inkling of the probable recommenda- 
tions the committee will submit to the 
Board of Aldermen within a few 
months, when it has completed the in- 
quiryv: 

1. The Union Electric Light and 
Power Co., if its own statements are 
accepted, lost $518,872 in its operations 
in 1914, and city officials would not be 
warranted in expecting this corpora- 
tion at any time in the future to re- 
duce its lighting rates generally to 
anything like an approximaticn of the 


6-cent maximum established by the 
municipal plants in Cleveland and 
elsewhere. 


> 


2. The city could build a municipal 
pliant to give the service now fur- 
nished by Union Electric for less than 
halif—possibly a third—of the $35,000,- 
000 investment (actual and assumed), 
on which the private company ts to- 
day seeking to earn profits. 

>» The city could not advantageous- 
ly attempt the construction of such 
a plant, or any substantial portion 
of it, within the next year or two, 
because of the inflated prices of ma- 
terial, especially copper, resulting 
from the European war. 

An examination of data submitted sto 
the aldermanic committee by Union Elec- 
tric officials was made by a Post-Dis- 
patch reported with the permission of 
committee members and Arthur M. 
Branch, chief inspector of the city’s 
electric wiring bureau, who is assisting 
the committee in analyzing the Union 
Electric's data. 

l-iss Alleged in Report. 

The statement submitted by Union 
Electric officials show the com pany 
was losing money on its maximum 
rate for residence lighting in 1914, 
but made two reductions in 1915, not- 
withstanding. In a company state- 
ment dated Dec. 7, 1915, which is an 
analysis of the cost of service, it is 
set forth that: 

“The annual cost of service per 

average residence customer 
amounted in 1914 to $31.95, or 
11.5 cents per kilowatt hour, as 
compared with the actual reve- 
nue amounting to 7.87 cents per 
kilowatt hour, indicating that.this 
class of service scems to have ac- 
tually failed to. contribute its 
proper share of the total expense 
during 1914.” 
In Aprily 1915, the Union Electric an- 
nounced a rate reduction by adding a 
3-cent third step in its schedule, by 
which residence lighting was furnished 
at a primary rate of 10 cents per kilo- 
wait hour, a secondary rate of 6 cents 
per kilowatt hour, above a certain con- 
sumption per active room, and a third 
rate of 3 cents per kilowatt hour for all 
current used each month above a certain 
amount. A, C. Einstein, vice president 
and general inanager of Union Electric, 
Stated at the time it would mean a loss 
in revenue to the company of about 
$60,000 a year to add the third step. 

On Dec, 1, 1915, a reduction became 
effective by which the first step in the 


} Fate schedule was cut from 10 cents to 9 


cents per kilowatt hour, and Einstein 
said this cut would reduce the revenues 
of the company about $100,000 a year. 


Members of the Aldermanic Gommittee 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that they were surprised at the state- 
ment that the company is losing monev 
on its highest rates, and they were 
unable to see how there could be any 
ope of radical rate reductions that 
would be permanent, if the Union 
Electric officials’ statement was accu- 
rate. 

In the same statement, Einstein in- 
formed the committee: ‘Our total in- 
vestment as per books, is $28,799,553, as 
of Dec. 31, 1914.” It is on this basis of 
calculation that Einstein and his asso- 
ciates arrive at the conclusion that the 
eompany is losing money when it sells 
current at a maximum rate of 9 cents 
per kilowatt hour, although municipal 
plants in the United States and Cana- 
da, operating under similar conditions. 
assert they are making profits on maxi- 
mums ranging from 3 to 3 cents. 

One member of the committee said the 
99-year Keokuk ‘contract which the 
Union Electric has assumed is equiva- 
lent to adding $6,000,000 to the invest- 
ment charge on which rates are based, 
in his opinion, and that the Union Hlec- 
tric therefore is really attempting to 
earn profits in St. Louis on a $35,000,000 
basis. 

Tiie Alderman said his conclusion 
was based on the admission of WBin- 
stein, when te&Stifying before the com- 
mittee that the Keokuk contract was a 
burden to the company of.about 2 mills 
per Milowatt hour, or an annual bur- 
den of about $300,000. Interest at 5 per 
cent on a $6,000,000 investment in plant 
would add only $300,000 to the com- 
pany’s fixed charges, the Alderman as- 
gerted, and as this is the rate of inter- 
est paid on Union Electric bonds, it

Tennessee Supreme Court Holds Pro- 
ceeding Against Crump Did Not 
Apply to New Term. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 12.—Mayor 
Edward H. Crump, ousted by the Chan- 
cery Court about 60 days ago for fail- 
ing to enforce the State liquor laws. and 
reinstated today when the Tennessee 
Supreme Court decided that the ouster 
proceedings did not apply to him on his 
new term, beginning Jan. 1, no sooner 
resumed office today than another ous- 
ter suit was prepared against him by G

Crump will fight the new proceeding, 
it is announced, and carry it to the 
highest tribunal if necessary. His plea 
of guilty in the form@ action was made 
in order to obtain an early decision on 
his appeal to the Supreme Court, his 
contention being the legal point passed 
upon today.

CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—William H.

year-old Marion Frances Lambert and

Woods at Lake Forest, a suburb, was 
charged with murder today and held 
in the Waukegan jail without bail. 

Orphet, w ho is 20 years old, is said 
by Ralph J. Dady, State’s Attorney at 
Waukegan, to have admitted to him 
that his relations with the girl had 
been improper. He is said to have 
stated further that Miss Lambert had 
feared for four months that a child 
was to be born to her, despite drugs 
which Orphet purchased for her and 
which made her ill. The autopsy re- 
vealed that she was mistaken. 

Secret Trip Alleged. 

Orphet, it is charged, made a secret 
trip from Madison, Wis., to Lake For- 
est last Tuesday night. It is said 
he called the girl on the telephone 
and made an appointment which was 
kept in the woods next morning. At 
this interview Orphet said that he 
told Miss Lambert he was to marry a 
Miss Celestia Youker. It is said that 
she then took a quick-acting, poison 
and that Orphet saw her die. Fright- 
ened, he rushed away and caught a 
train back to the University at Madi- 
son. The next day, Thursday, the 
body was found. 

Before leaving Madison, Orphet is said 
to have tried to arrange an alibi. He 
wrote a letter to Miss Lambert and left 
it in the hands of a friend to be mailed 
Wednesday afternoon. At that time. he 
was on his way back to the university. 
He had left his room at a boarding 
house in a condition to suggest that he 
had occupied it Tuesday night. 

To a reporter the prisoner said to- 
night: 

“I met Miss Lambert by agbintevent 
in the woods. I told her not to tell any- 
one I was coming. I mussed up my bed 
in the boarding house at Madison so my 
landlady would think I had been there. 
I arrived at Lake Forest late Tuesday 
night. I called hew by telephone at her 
home on the Jonas Kuppenheimer farm. 
I told her I would be waiting the next 
morning at the Sacred Heart station of 
the Chicago & Milwaukee electric line. 
I saw her when she passed toward the 
station with her chum, Josephine Davis. 
I was hiding behind a tree and beckoned 
to her. Soon she came back. 

“We started walking. I told her I was 
‘through with her.’ She cried and 
begged me not to give her.up. We 
walked and talked in the woods about 
two hours. 

“Finally I told her there was no use 
talking any longer—that I had made up 
my mind I was going to marry Miss 
Celestia Youker. I started away. 

Says He Saw Her Fall. 

“T heard her cry out for me to come 
back. I kept on walking. 

“Tl was quite a distance away when I 
turned again.- I saw her fall to the 
ground. I ran back. I saw she was 
dying. 

“T remained with her until I was sure 
she was dead. Then I hurried to the 
station and took an electric car, and 
came to Chicago. I caught a train at 
Chicago for Madison. Then I sent a 
letter to her. I didn’t tell anyone about 
what had happened because I feared 
it might reflect on her good name.” 

O. E, Orphet, father of the prisoner 
and superintendent of the Cyrus Mc- 
Cormick estate at Lake Forest, retained 
James H. Wilkerson, former United 
States District Attorney here, to defend 
his son. 

State’s Attorney 
said tonight: 

‘“‘We had to charge Orphet with mur- 
der, because it was the only way we 
could hold him. He is the man who was 
with the girl, but there are other things 
to be cleared up. We haven't found 
where the poison came from; we have 
not fathomed why Orphet was so care- 
ful to frame an alibi; we can't find the 
container in which the poison was kept. ’ 

Fiancee Said to Be Teacher. 

Miss Youker is said to be an in- 
structor in chemistry at a normal col- 
iege at De Kalb, Ill. It is said that she 
was a schoolmate of Orphet’s at Lake 
Forest before he went to the university. 

It was learned later tonight that cya- 
nide of potassium was kept by the girl's 
father in thé. greenhouse on the Kup- 
penheimer estate. The poison is used 
to kill insects, and the girl could have 
obtained it. 

Miss Youksr’s home was called over 
the long-distance telephone tonight, but 
elicited only the statement that she was 
too ill to answer the telephone. Others 
in the house, including her mother, Mre. 
J. C. Youker, of Chicago, declined to 
answer questions. 

It was learned that Miss Youker was 
taken ill last Sunday.

John Levene, 40 years old, of 2107 
Obear avenue, was shot through the 
neck and wrist, and John J. Miller, 26, 
of 2124 Obear avenue, was shot in the 
right shoulder by one of two men who 
robbed the saloon an@ grocery of John 
Polzin, 2048 East—John street, at 9:40 
o’clock last night. 

Miller and Levene were at the bar at 
the rear of the grocery. A man entered 


onto Emily street, and opened fire. 

Both men dropped to the floor and 
then the robber fired another bullet at 
Levene, which. struck hig wrist. Mean- 
time, another robber, who was masked, 
had entered the front door and had 
robbed the grocery cash register of $20. 

Polzin, after the robbery, told the 
police that he was in the grocery and 
saw a man wearing a handkerchief over 
the lower part of his face. peering 
throvgh the front door. 

Polzin said he ducked behind the coun- 
ter and crept rapidly to a hallway, 
where he had’ concealed a revolver for 
just such an emergency. His bartender, 
William Brinkmeyer, was in the hall- 
way and Polzin ordered him to go up- 
stairs and obtain another revolver from 
Mrs. Polzin. 

The bartender obeyed and Polzin, 
thinking the robbers would open the 
eash register in the saloon, steadied 
his revolver against the side of the 
wall and kept it trained on the sa- 
loon cash register. 

His position in the hallway was 
such that he could see only the sa- 
loon cash register ane a small .part 
of the bar. 

While Polzin kept watch on the sa- 
loon cash register, the masked robber 
took the money from the grocery till, 
as the second man entered the saloon 
door and opened fire on the two men 
standing at the bar. 

The man who did the shooting did 
not speak, Levene told reporters at 
the City Hospital, and after the 
shooting, he backed out of the door. 

Brinkmeyer appeared on the stair- 
way leading to Polzin's apartments 
above in time to fire through a tran- 
som into the grocery at the masked 
man as the latter disappeared through 
the front door into Hast John avenue.

BERLIN STATEMENT 


Belgian Primate Charged With 
Using Liberties for Political 
Purposes. 


HIS LETTER DELAYED 


News Agency Tells Why Com- 
gunication to German Clergy 
Has Not Been Answered.

BERLIN, Feb, 12.~The following 
statement regarding the activities of 
Cardinal Mercier, Primate of Belgium, 
who is now on a visit to Rome, was 
made public today by the Overseas 
News Agency: 

“The letter which Cardinal Mercier 
and the Belgian Bishops addressed t° 
the German clergy on Nov. 24, 1915 (re- 
garding an investigation of allegations 
that atrocities had been committed in 
Belgium by Germans) did not reach 
Cardinal von Hartmann, Archbishop of 
Cologne, until Jan. 7, which explains 
why it has not been answered. The 
general expression prevailing in Ger- 
many, however, is that the letter was 
inspired entirely by Cardinal Mercier, 
whose intransient attitude toward the 
German authorities became manifest on 
various occasions. 

“Politician Before the War.” 

“Before the war Cardinal Mercier was 
an influential Belgian politician. For 
example, rt the time of King Leopold's 
deatb, he aided publicly, with the party 
in favor of colonia] expansion, in the 
notorious Congo affair, demanding an 
increase in the Belgian army. After the 
occupation of Belgium by German 
forces, the Cardinal preserved a similar 
attitude, using the influence of the 
clergy for agitation of a purely political 
nature. 

“At the time of the great Anglo- 
French offensive the Cardinal ordered 
that in all Belgian churches in the oc- 
cupied territory prayers be said for 
the victory of the entente forces. At 
the same time on St. Michael’s dey he 
published a pastoral letter comparing 
the present war with the struggle be- 
tween St. Michael, the patron saint of 
Brussels, and Lucifer, suggesting in 
transparent fashion that he did not 
compare Germany with the angel. 

“Another pastoral letter said the Ger- 
mans pvssessed no legitimate authority 
and had no claim to the esteem of Be!l- 
gians, who owed affection and obedience 
only to their King. 

“During réligious ceremonials in the 
fall, Cardinal Mercier declared to Bel- 
gian priests assembled in the Malines 
seminary that they were all obliged to 
follow the greatest possible resistance 
to the Germans. . 

‘In competent German circles it is 
ij pointed out in the appendix to the letter 
of the Belgian clergy, inspired by Car- 
dinal Merdier, it is stated that an Aus- 
trian priest made investigations in Bel- 
gium which had disastrous results for 
Germany However, Cardinal Piffi, 
Archbishop of Vienna, declares publicly 
and formally that he never authorized 
any priest to make such investigations. 

Bishops Denied His Charges. 

‘The letter of the Belgian Bishops also 
discusses the allegation that German 
soldiers attacked Belgian nuns. When 
urged to investigate this $harge, Cardi- 
nal Mercier declined on the ground that 
he did rot wish to hurt anyone’s feel- 
ings. But the Bishops of Liege, Bruges 
and Ghent declared that no such mis- 
deeds had come to their knowledge, 

“All this corroborates the German im- 
pression that the liberties granted freely 
to Cardinal Mercier in the interest of 
his exalted priestly vocation are being 
used by him merely for purposes of po- 
litical agitation, which places the Ger- 
man authorities in an awkward posi- 
tion.”

This 
paper criticises severely the Foreign 
Office because it did not see that a 
copy of the interview was given out to 
the German press. . 


‘What the Chancellor says at such-a 
time on such a subject is of the utmost 
importance,” the paper says. 

The Cologne Gazette follows the inter- 
view with the statement that above 
news should be received by the Ger- 
man people with a feeling of relief. It 
removes all fears and worries that the 
German Government or our allies will 
let the sharp weapon of submarine war- 
fare, which has done our enemies so 
much damage and from which we expect 
still more, be wrung from our hand.” 

“With a gravity and firmness and de- 
cisiveness for which the German peo- 
ple should be thankful, the Chancellor 
has informed the public mind in Amer- 
ica that Germany cannot declare the 
sinking of the Lusitania illegal, and with 
-that pass a death sentence upon its 
entire submarine war.” 

There is no official news from Wash- 
ington. The press and public are in- 
clined to be skeptical toward dispatches 
telling of an improvement in the sit- 
uation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—No messages 
reached the White House today from 
President Wilson and officials said if 
he had reached any conclusions in his 
consideration of a successor to Secre- 
tary Garrison they had no knowledge 
of it. It was said the President left the 
capital last night on a yacht trip on 
the Potomac with an open mind. 

Among many of those familiar with 
the President’s views the impression 
prevails that unless he goes outside of 
high official circles for a War Secretary 
he will name Franklin K. Lane, now 
Secretary of the Interior. Others be- 
lYeve that of those already associated 
officially with the administration, Sec- 
retary Houston of the Agricultural De- 
partment, Assistant Secretary Roosevelt 
of the Navy and Councillor Polk of the 
State Department all are being very 
seriously considered by the President. 


Dark Horse May Get Place. 

There would be little surprise here, 
however, if the choice fell upon some 
man outside officia] circles and not pub- 
licly discussed for the place. The Presi- 
dent’s mind, White House officials be- 
lieve, virtually will be made up when he 
returns here late tomorrow or Mon- 
day. 

There is considerable discussion in 
some quarters of the possibility of Ma- 
jor-General George W. Goethals, Gov- 
ernor of the Panama Canal zone, being 
named to succeed Garrison. He de- 
clines to say Whether he would accept 
the position. 

While the army officers would be de- 
lighted to see an army man at the head 
of the War Department, a member of 
the General Staff remarked that if Gen. 
Goethals were appointed, despite his 
splendid record as an officer and admin- 
istrator, the cry of ‘‘militarism” would 
go up from pacifists. 

Inquiry disclosed the fact that 
there is no legal bar to Gen, Goethals’ 
appointment except that he is a 
Major-General in the active list of 
the army. This difficulty could be 
obviated by an executive order plac- 
ing him on the retired list. 

Rock-ribbed Democrats were in- 
clined today to question the politics 
of Gen, Goethals, declaring that he is 
a Republican. | 

Tumulty’s Name Mentioned. 

The name of Joseph P. Tumulty, 
secretary to the President, is among 
those mentioned, of which there is a 
fresh crop daily. 

In letters and other messages 
reaching the White House today 
from members of Congress officials 
professed today to see a decided ten- 
dency among those who had opposed 
Secretary Garrison’s continental army 
plan to support the President on a 
compromise program. More than 40 
representatives, it was said, had sent 
word they would support the Presi- 
dent, among them being several who 
heretofore had opposed the acmin- 
istration’s proposals. 


Col. House Will Not Discuss Report 
He Ig to Get Place in Cabinet. 
LONDON, Feb. 12.—Dispatches from

“The Cofistitution provides that 
Congress may raise and support 
armies, and under that provision the 
regular standing army exists. It like- 
wise-provides that organized militia 

‘may be maintained in the different 
states; that the National Govern- 
ment may provide arms for this 
force, may decide upon the nature 
and character of its % ganization, 
and may prescribe the discipline to 
which it must conform. It reserves 
to the respective states the right to 
govern this force, to appcint the of- 
ficers thereof, and to train it. 

“In time of peace this force is 
available to the President of the 
United States, under the Constitu- 
tion, to aid in enforcing the laws 
of the Union, to aid in suppressing 
insurrections, and in repelling in- 
vasions. There is no constitutional 
provision which makes this force 
otherwise available to the nation in 
time of war, and therefore no law 
can be passed by Congress making 
it so available. In order to ob- 
tain whatever is possible to be 
obtained in this respect, the act of 
Congress concerning the raising of 
volunteers provides that such or- 
ganized regiments of the National 
Guard as volunteer may be taken 
over into the service of the United 
States intact and not merely as 
individuals. 

“It will be seen, therefore, that 
under the Constitution there is con- 
templated two kinds «f military 
forces—one a national force raised 
and maintained directly by the acts 
of the National Congress, and the 
other a force raised entirely by the 
states, to be governed, officered and 
trained by them and to be available 
to the national authorities in certain 
specified instances. 

“If the determination arrived at 
by those whose knowledge, skill 
and experience makes their judg- 
ment practically conclusive is ac- 
cepted, we should have in this 
country a force of at least 500,000 
men ready for instant response to 
a call in the event ,of war or the 
imminence of war. It is surely not 
necessary to state the many rea- 
fons why this force may not be 
supplied by a regular standing 
army of that number constantly 
under arms.

‘the Constitution, which confessedly 
falis short of the necessary uses 
to which an army may have to be 
put in the event of a war with 
a foreign nation, 
NECESSITY FOR NATIONAL 
FORCE SUBJECT TO CALL 
éé T becomes necessary, there- 
| fore, to devise some method 
of making available for the 
use of the nation in time of war a 
national force in supplement of that 
part of the national force, to wit, 
the regular army, which is constant- 
ly under arms; a part of the army, in 
other words, to be raised and main- 
tained by Congress and governed in 
all respects in accordance with its 
directions. When this system is de- 
vised and made operative the nation 
would militarily be in this situation: 
It would have, as the Constitution 
provides, an army raised and main- 
tained by it, composed of a certain 
number constantly under arms, and 
a very much larger number definite- 
ly identified in personnel, provided 
with equipment and organization, 
possessed of some training and sub- 
ject to instant call. The states would 
have the organized militia, developed 
with Federal assistance to the high- 
est practicable point of efficiency, 
available for the purposes specified in 
the Constitution, and so circum- 
stanced .that in the event of war 
with a foreign nation they could, by 
their own volition, immediately take 
their place with the other military 
force of the nation. 
“It is proposed to supplement the

For the purpose _ 
of convenience this force has been 
designated the continental army. It 
is proposed to recruit it territorily 
according to population; to have it* 
subjected to short periods of inten- 
sive training; and in addition to what 
officers may be developed from its 
own operations, to obtain officers for 
it from those who have served in the 
national guard, those who have 
served in the United States army and 
are no longer upon its active list, 
and those who, by training acquired 
in colleges and schools or in’ other 
ways, have become equipped with 
sufficient military information and 
experience to make them available. 

“It is the purpose to have the 
membership of this force assembled 
at convenient places and have there 
such portions of the regular army 
to assist in their training as are de- 
sirable and to obtain all the benefit 
which can be obtained from intensive 
training over such a period of time 
as is possible. For the purposes of the 
necessary figuring upon costs, etc., 
as well as for military reasons, the 
period proposed is two months. It 
is recognized, however, that with 
respect to this period of training 
and other features of the plan a 
final wise determination can only be 
reached after the fullest interchange 
of views between those who col- 
lectively represent the wisdom, expe- 
rience and knowledger to determine 
these matters properly. 

“With respect to the national 
guard, it is proposed not only to con- 
tinue the existing assistance rendered 
by the Federal Government, but to 
increase it. In the refererces pre- 
viously made to the national: guard 
the relationship of that body to the 
military system of the country was 
stated. With the existing co-opera- 
tion of the Federal Government and 
the earnest efforts of the member-- 
ship of the guard great progress has 
been made in the last decade and, in 
the judgment of all those concerned, 
still greater progress is not only pos- 
sible but assured.

It provides a supple- 
ment to that army into which the 
citizens of the country who realize 
the necessity of patriotic action on 
their part can go with a minimum 
sacrifice. It continues available for 
all its legal purposes thé other force 
outside of the national army and pro- 
vides for increasing ci-operation 
therewith.”’

Spent $1,217,000. 


For the information of St. Louis 


County voters, who will ballot Tues- 
day on a $3,000,000 bond issue to im- 


prove county roads, Director of 


Streets and Sewers Talbert yesterday 
prepared a statement at the request 
of the Post-Dispatch, showing how 
the city has prepared hard paved 
streets to the city limits, connecting 
with every main county road, 8o0 that 
a continuous system of hard paved 
roads to the heart of the city will 
exist as soon as the county carries 
through its end of the improvement. 

The city has put down hard paving 
on 14 of these streets for 21.6 miles 
since 1906 at a cost of $1,217,761. The 
other two streets oe hard paved— 
Morganford road and _ Riverview 
drive—are now well paved with 
macadam and oiled. There remains 
to be completed about five miles of 
hard paving on roads west of King’s 
highway,, which Director Taibert says 
will be accomplished within the nexi 
four years under the schedule he has 
mapped out. 

If the $3,000,000 bond issue is voted 
by county residents, they may count 
with certainty on uninterrupted trav- 
el over hard paved streets’ through 
the city by the time they have in- 
vested the fund in improving their 
own roads.

The campaign for the proposed $3,000,- 
“0 serial bond issue, the construction of 
permanent roads and bridges in St. Louis 
County, which is. the subject of a special 
ei'ection Tuesday, will close tomorrow 
night with several large ineetings. This 
afternoon meetings will be held in Val- 


ley Park and at other places in the 
western part of the county. Ten rallies 
in different localities were held last 
night. 

Automobiles, loaned by the owners 
and decorated with good roads banners, 
will be used in carrying voters to the 
pols Tuesday. All men of voting age, 
“who have lived in-trhe State a year and 
in the county 60 days, are eligibie to 
vute, whether paying. taxes or not. A+; 
iwo-thirds vote is required to pass the 
bond issue. 


Officers of the Permanent Road and 
Bridge Association, which is conducting 
the campaign for the bond issue, yes- 
terday made predictions of a decisive 
victory, basing’ these predictions on a 
Canvass of the 55 voting. precincts of 
the county. The first open measure of 
Cpposition to the bond issue appeared 
yesterday in the form ofa special edi- 
tion of the Kirkwood Courier, of which 
1¥,000 copies were said to. have béen 
sent out. The men conducting the cam- 
paign for the bond issue said the issue 
contained many misleading . statements, 
aid they intend to prepare and circulate 
a reply to it. 

Bond Issue Campaign Begun Noy. 1. 

The campaign for the bond issue began 
Nov. 1, last, and before last night’s 
meetings, 79 goods roads meetings were 
ccenducted by the Permanent Road and 
Lridge Association, which attended to 
the advertising and furnished speakers. 
A total of some 8000 voters attended 
these meetings, and it is estimated that 
they traveled a total of 1600 miles to go 
to and from the meeting places. More 
than 50,000 letters were sent out, and 
good roads signs and posters were 
placed in nearly all schoolhouses, stores 
ond shops. Fifteen large banners have 
been stretched across roadways. 

The association yesterday tabulated 
the reports which it has received from 
©’li the voting precincts. The reports 
show an anticipated majority in all the 
precincts, and ~in.. some cases, a.10 to 
1 vote.for.the bonds is. predicted. A 
canvass for. opponents of the measure 
has shown the names of only 702. The 
total of qualified voters in the county 
is more than 16,000. The County .Court’s 
records show that more than 4000 voters 
signed petitions asking the court to 
call the special election. 

An argument which has rroven ef- 
fective in behalf of the bond issue 
proposal is that it will be cheaper 
for the County taxpayers to vote 
bonds and build roads which will not 
involve a heavy cost for maintenance. 
Under the present system, it is ar- 
gued, the requirements of mainte- 
nance are such that the County Court 
will. be compelled to raise property 
assessments in order to meet them. 

Officers ot the _ Permanent Road 
and Bridge Association, of which 
Philander P. Lewis is president, an- 
nounced yesterday that the books of 
the association would be shown to 
any one interested in knowing how 
its work in behalf of good roads was 
financed. This announcement was in- 
tended to meet the charge that some 
persons connected with the associa- 
tion hope to make personal profit 
from the work to be done. The asso- 
ciation, it was announced, will main- 
tain headquarters in Clayton, regard- 
less of the result of Tuesday’s elec- 
tion, and will continue to work for 
improvements.

It was a mystery 
to me how the private German so0l- 
diers could know as much as we did 
as to which-regiments were going in; 
it was more than the British public 
ee know, with their censorship.” 


o Quarter Asked or Given. 
Dr Leighton said the Germans and 


British were bitter against’ each 
other, and were neither asking nor 
giving.quarter. But with the French 
and Germans it was different, he 
said, and often they would hold a 
short truce and exchange tobacco. 

“But I never knew a wounded 
‘Tommy’ or officer who desired to re- 
turn to the firing line,” he continued. 
“They seemed to have had enough of 
it after being wounded once. Thou- 
sands of youths were recruited in 
si gett by ‘spell-binders;’ once in 

ghee they found there was 
tle glory for them. 

“I saw scores of men who had been 
wounded in the hand. That’s a pret- 
ty serious offense there, especially 
if there’s powder burn on the hand. 
That means the soldier shot himself 
to get out of the trench. Fearing 
the tell-tale powder burn, many 
would hold a hand above the para- 
pet and let the Germans shoot a fin- 
ger off. 

“Either offense meant court-mar- 
tial, and I know of many afterward 
shot for it. Scores of Americans who 
joined the British for love of adven- 
ture began making desperate efforts 
to obtain release after a few nights 
of trench warfare. For there 211 the 
gilt and gold braid of war is stripped 
off, and its sheer misery is fully 
realized.” 


Saw British Blunders, 
The physician said he saw a hun- 


dred instances of the Briton’s blun- 


j 


dering methods, both in London and‘: 


in France. “They were literally blun- 


dering through the affair, and the} 


people themselves realize it,” he said. 
The French impress you as being 
heart and soul in the struggle. Every 
man of military age there wears a 
uniform, or has been discharged be- 
cause of injury. But in England it 
is different... There’s not the wild 
enthusiasm on special occasions you 
might expect. 

“Shortly after Sergeant O'Leary 
was decorated with the Victoria Cross 
for killing eight Germans in attack- 
ing a trench, he was furloughed to 
London. One night at a theater the 
announcement was made that O’Leary 
was in the audience, Five Americans 
made more noise clapping than the 
1500 British present. And O’Leary 
didn’t come down to the stage, either. 
Can you ‘magine such apathy in 
America?” . 

Dr. Leighton said many British 
surgeons were envious of Sir John 
French’s complimentary report of the 
Etaples hospital—one of the few 
mentioned by Gen. French when he 
was recalled to England.

Postoffice Depastment Considers 
Establishing Routes in Massa- 
chusetts and Alaska. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—<Aerial mail 
service to isolated points in Alaska and 
Massachusetts is contemplated by the 
Postoffice Department. Bids were asked 
‘today for service on eight routes, seven 
of them in Alaska. Oct. 1 is named as 
the date for their starting. 

The Massachusetts route is from New 
Bedford to Nantucket, 56 miles, and re- 
turn, partly by land and partly by wa- 
ter. Trips would be made 18 times a 
week, during the summer months, and 
six times in the winter. An aeroplane 
would have to-be able to carry a weight 
limit of 300- pounds. The present cost 
of the service is $23,000 a year. 

The Alaskan routes form a connecting 
link from Seward to Nome, thence to 
Fairbanks and back to Valdez. Most 
of them call for a service twice a week 


,_| throughout the year. On some of the 


routes the cost now is as high as $100,- 
000 a year, and in winter six weeks is 
required to make the trip. 

The ueroplane contracts allow two 
days for most of the trips. The longest 
route, Valdez to Fairbanks, is 358 miles. 
The extreme time limit of six weeks on 
some of the routes is required because 
mail sometimes has to be routed via 
Seattle.

FORD. 1916 PLANS TOLD 
TO BRANCH MANAGERS 


W. C. Anderson, manager, and T. lL. 
Huber, assistant manager, of the St 
Louis branch of the Ford Motor Co.. 
have just returned to this city from the 
Ford Branch Managers’ Convention, 
held at the factory, Detrott, frem Jan, 


1 to Feb. 10. 

“It was a remarkable convention,” 
seys Mr. Anderson, “and one of impor- 
tance te both the Ford Motor Co, and 
the automobile industry, because the 
selling organizatien which these branch 
officials represent has sold more than 


$625,000,000 worth of motor cars since the 
foundation of the company. Here were 
managers called in to a general confer- 
ence, not only from each of the 23 Ferd 
branch factories and 61 sales and service 
tranches throughout the United States, 
but also from Paris, France, and tne 
Ford Motor Co., of Manchester, En- 
cland. Every city, village and corners 
where Ford. cars are used, and the big 
electric sign in Detroit shows more 
than 1,155,000 in service, was represent- 
ed, because through the branch man- 
agers present the company touches its 
vast selling and service organization of 
more than 8500 agents. 

“There was a fleet of Ford town cars 
with drivers waiting for us at the depot 
when we arrived, for the trip to the 
factory, and these cars were at our dis- 
pesal during the 10 days we were in De- 
troit. Stepping out of the cars in front 
of the Ford administration building, we 
faced an industrious motion picture 
operator from the Ford photographic de- 
partment, and registered on the film for 
the Ford Animated Weekly, which cir- 
culates each week in theaters all over 
the country. 

“The first day of the meeting was 
given ovér to a reception by the com- 
pany officials, followed by an inspection 
of the factory, and it is significant that 
the demands of Ford activities at the 
various branches have been so insistent 
that several of the representatives saw 
for the first time the machinery and 
production systems by which raw mate- 
rial is turned tnto parts on a scale suf- 
ficient to turn out over 2000 cars a day, 
end the assembly methods by which 
those parts are evolved into Ford cars. 
Incidentally, with the installation of all 
the labor-saving machinery which [n- 
vention can supply, the number,of em- 
ployes in the Ford factory has grown 
in one year from 18/000 to more than 
26,000. Over 100,000 visitors took this 
trip through the factory last year. 

“In the conyention sessicn, the first 
attention was given to assembling and 
manufacturing, covering not only this 
year’s output of 500,000 cars, but the pro- 
visions which have been made to take 
care of a greatly increased production 
for 1917. As indicating the progreas to- 


daily production reached 2100 cars, che 
highest peint of the year. These sub- 
jects of Ford factory activities hold an 
intense interest to the entire industrial 
world, because they have seen the con- 
stant introduction of new and more effi- 
cient methods of production. 

“In the matters of sales and owners’ 
service, the expected sale of 600,000 Ford 
cars this year, added to the more than 
1,155,000: now in use, offers problems 
which will be met by the opening of new 
tranches throughout the country, made 
necessary by thé growing demand for 
larger service from the rapidly increas- 
ing army of owners of Ford cars, wher- 
ever conditions seem to demand. In the 
iast year, 15 sales and service branches 
have been established. 

“Besides production, sales and owners’ 
service, all the activities which go to 
inake up the tmmense interests of the 
factory as well as the branches, will be 
more efficiently handled as a resnit of 
this convention. There is building con- 
struction, which covers not ony Ithe 
great factory at Detroit, which, as was 
recently announced, is to be doubled in 
size at a cost of $6,000,000 to $7,000,000, 
but thé- new company buildings con- 
stantly under way in the various branch 
Cities; sociological work as applied both 
to the 26,000 factory employes and the 
more than 7500 employes at the different 
branch factories; traffic problems in 
distributing 500,000 cars In 12 months to 
every section of the country. More ef- 
fective methods for educating both the 
retail and wholesale salesmen and put- 
ting into operation systems that mean 
Kreater efficiency both to the company 
and the customer. Among the most im- 
portant of those systems to the Ford 
buyer are the provisions for a constant- 
ly widening measure of Ford service. So 
this convention means much to every 
Ford owner, both present and future.

The Missouri Good Roads Society,

American Writer Pictures Need. 

* The need existing in Belgium for this 
measure of relief is teld in the follow- 
ing article by Will Irwin, an American 
writer, who is familiar with conditions 
in Belgium: 

“Only the larger issues of this war 
have: prevented Americans from knowing 
more about the Commission for Relief 
in Belgium, our own most important 
part, so far, in Armageddon. An aero- 
plane fight is more intéresting, essen- 
tially, than an operation in high finance, 
and a battle always draws more atten- 
tion than a social movement. Just at 
present the human race fs constituted 
that way. So very few. I suppose, real- 


commission rather prefers the materials 
to the made-up goods. There are mil- 
lions of idie people in Belgium. To 
give them work at making clothing 
ie in iteelf a charity. 

‘Because the stuff 
fashionable nor tasteful—just clothes 
fur warmth and decency—the commis- 
sion has started out after the ‘remnants’ 
and ‘shop-worn’ goods of the United 
States. There are in our shops millions 
of yards of cloth which is scarcely 
salable because the material is passe 
or because the pattern failed to hit pub- 
lic fancy. Also, there are probably 
hundreds of thousands of shoes which 
will ‘go out as a sacrifice’ because 
they are out of style. The commission 
wants these things, and it wants the 
American people to buy them, Also, 
it wants them quickly. The quicker 
tiey come, the less pneumonia, tuber- 
culosis and general debility there will 
be in Belgium. 

“Please help. Only we who have seen 
Belgium in her misery know how great 
is the need.’’ 


Old Land Grant Gave Him Farm Near

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ing the World ever saw, and running it 
in such a manner that it may change 
and overturn the old methods of organ- 
ized charity. Lord Curzon, member of 
the British Cabinet, said last ‘spring at 
the Mansion House that hitherto public 
relief on a large scale had been synony- 
mous with incompetence or corruption, 
or both, and that here, for the first 
time, the work had been done with ab- 
solute economy and efficiency. 

Miracle of Organization. 
“It has been a miracle of organiza- 
tion; less than 1 per cent of the money 
has gone for ‘overhead’ expenses. Men 
such as Hoover, the chairman, and 
Bates, until recently the American chair- 
man, have let world-wide personal in- 
terest go to pot in order to work with- 
out salary for the commission. I¢ has 
been a miracle of speed. Less than 
three weeks after the call came the com- 
mission had begun to cut red tape and 
was pouring a stream of wheat into 
Belgium. It has been a miracle of 
diplomacy. The commissioners have 
been Walking a tight wire between the 
conflicting hatreds and suspicions of 
three warring Powers. The whole story 
will not be told until after the war. We 
have 30 young Americans running food 
districts in Belgium. They live in the 
midst of pathos and humor and even 
personal danger; but they cannot write 
about it, because they are pledged to 
hold their tongués and pens about their 
experiences in Belgium. Caspar Whit- 
ney is down in Northern France, spe- 
clal advocate of the commission with the 
German great staff. Trained reporter 
that he is, he too works under the pledge 
of silence. But some day we shall know 
it all, and it will be a great and roman- 
tic story. 

Problem Is Complex. 

“The problem is very complex. The 
active executives of the commission are 
volunteers. Most of the underlings are 
working for bare expenses. In that 
sense it is all charity. In another sense 
it is not. Early in. the game the com- 
mission found that 9,000,000 people could 
not be fed with certainty by the charity 
of the world. Ways were found to 
hypothecate Belgian property; paper 
currency was issued; those who had 
anything left were enabled to pay their 
way. There remained, however, 2,000,000 
or 3,000,000 factory operatives who had 
been out of work since the war began, 
and who had nothing at all. The outside 
world has been obliged to pay for feed- 
ing them. I wish I might say that 
America has done most of this, but I 
cannot. Up to October last we had given 
only 7 cents per capita, whereas Néw 
Zealand had given $1.25 per capita. At 
that, the commission has had to strain 
every resource of charity. 
“Now arises another emergency—curi- 
ous, distressing, yet in. some . aspect 
humorous. There is @ general embargo 
or wool and cotton, as well as on made- 
up clothes. Not a Belgian loom has 
turned since the war began. In short, 
there has been no new supply of cloth- 
ing for 17 or 18 months. That industrial 
population would get no garments even 
had they money. Rapidly they approach 
nakedness. The schools in some factory 
towns are closed because the children 


cannot dress to go.out of doors. All over 


Belgium three or four children of a 
large family are lying abed’so that the 
fourth or fifth child may go out and 
play in the only garments which remain 
to the family. They are @ people in rags 
—withoyt patches. Patches take cloth, 
and there is no spare cloth. : 

“The Belgians will need at least $,- 


00,000 worth of new clothing or mate- 


rials this winter. Secondhand clothing 
will not do, this time. Owing to war 
regulations, a cargo of secondhand 
Clothes would have to be unloaded, fu- 
migated and reloaded. three. times in 
transit between the United States and 
the Dutch border. That would make 
the secondhand garments cost more. 
than’ néw ones, and three fumigations

Throws Roll of Money at Daugh- 
ter’s Feet, Bids Her Goodby 
and Shoots Self. 


Mrs. Sadie Redden, $1 years old, of 
1529 Pine street, shot and killed her- 
self yesterday afternoon.

THIRD DISTRICT 


Missouri’ Progressives Make No 
Effort to Elect Men to Chi- 
cago Republican Convention. 


WEEKS DELEGATES CHOSEN 


E. L. Morse and E. B. Frisby of 
Harrison County to Represent 
District at Meeting. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 


Dispatch. 

EXCELSIOR SPRINGS, Mo., Feb. 12.— 
Standpatism was triumpnant over Pro- 
gressivism in the Third Congressional 
District convention here today for the 
election of two delegates and two alter- 
nates to the Republican national con- 
vention at Chicago, June 7. EB. L. Morse 
of Excelsior Springs, leader of the stand- 
pat element of the party and noted for 
his unyielding opposition to all lead- 
ers and principles of the progressives, 
and ©. B. Frisby, banker, of Harrison 
County were elected delegates without 
& contest in the convention, although 
four delegates from Davies County re- 
fused to vote, declaring that they could 
not stand for the Morse slate. 

The result of the convention, the first 
to be held in the United States, was a 
victory for’ United States Senator John 
W.- Weeks of Massachusetts for Presi- 
dent, so far as the Selection of dele- 
gates is concerned. Morse is manager 
of the Weeks campaign in Missouri. He 
did not ask that the delegates be in- 
structed, being satisfied with the elec- 
tion of himself and Frisby as delegates. 
I'red Williams of Worth County and 
B. F. Harden of Gentry County were 
The only conces- 
sion to the Progressives was in the selec- 
tion of Dr. A. H. Vandiver of Bethany 
as chairman of the convention. Dr. Van- 
diver was superintendent of one of the 
State hospitals under former Gov. Had- 
ley and was a Progressive in 1912. 

Morse Leaveg Sickroom. 

Homer Mann, who headed the Davies 
County delegation, is chairman of the 
Republican committee of that county. 
He said the reason that four of the five 
delegates refused to vote for Morse and 
Frisby was that Morse had dominated 
the selection of delegates to the conven- 
tion in the 10 counties comprising the 


Gistrict, and that the delegates were 
here not to represent the will of the 
voters, but to follow out the instruc- 
tions of Morse and his co-workers. 

Morse has been ill for the past month 
amd did not.leave his room until to- 
day, when he was brought to the con- 
vention and directed its movements from 
his chair. After his election he made 
a speech, in which he declared that he 
had always been loyal to the Repub- 
lican party, and that during the. cam- 
paign of 1912, when everybody was pre- 
dicting that the Republican party would 
be so completely wrecked that it could 
rever be revived, he walked the streets 
of St. Louisa day and night to raise cam- 
paign funds, and obtained $6500 of the 
$8000 raised for the State committee. He 
declared that with a party leader in 1916 
such as Senator Weeks, the Republican 
party would be restored to power. 

Progressives Not in Evidence. 

The Progressive element of the 
party, which, under the leadership of 
Gov. Hadley in 1912 came into this 
district and attempted to elect Roose- 
velt delegates, did not assert itself 
in today’s convention. Morse had the 
situation completely in control. Joe 
Black of Richmond was the Morse 
floor leader. 

Four years ago there was a bitter 
fight in the convention, it being 
charged by the: Roosevelt men that 
the Taft leaders controlled the con- 
vention by using baseball bats to 
keep out the Roosevelt delegates. 

Many of the delegates to the con- 
vention said that there was no crys- 
tallization of sentiment in their 
counties for any particular candi- 
date, while many others said that 
Justice Hughes was by all odds the 
choice of a majority of the voters. 
Others expressed the hope that the 
present session of Congress would 
develop some conspicuous leader who 
could be united upon by all elements 
of the party. It is conceded, how- 
ever, that Morse and Frisby, as the 
official representatives of this dis- 
trict in the Chicago convention, will 
be bitterly opposed to the nomina- 
tion. of any candidate for President 
who has the indorsement of Roose- 
velt. Morse has been the most de- 
termined anti-Roosevelt leader in 
Missouri and would never under any 
circumstances vote for him for Pres- 
ident, 

Morse Won't Fight Hadley. 

Morse has decided, however, that 
he will not fight Hadley for one of 
the four delegates at large to the 
Chicago convention. The delegates 
at large will be elected at the Re- 
publican State convention to be held 
here April 6. Tt is understood 
among the delegates here that 
Hadley will announce his withdrawal] 
from the race for United States 
Senator at the meeting of the 
Young Republicans Club of Missouri 
at Kansas City Monday night and 
that he will be satisfied with his 
election as delegate at large to the 
National Convention. The State lead- 
ers say Hadley hopes that a condi- 
tion may arise in the National Con- 
vention whereby he may become the 
choice for President, or, at least, for 
Vice President. Hadley is now in 
nouncing his intentions is expected 
Monday night, ~ 

A majority of the delegates at- 
tendiig the convention said that 
former Supreme Judge Henry Lamm 
of Sedalia will make a runaway race 
for Governor. There is some senti- 
ment in this district for Charleg 
Morris of St. Joseph, but* the dele. |

AUDITOR'S STATEMENT SHOWS 
HOW CITIES BEAR TAX BURDEN 


St. Louis and Kansas City Produce 
Half of State Revenue—06 Counties 
Get More Than They Pay In. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 12— 
State Auditor John P., Gordon issued 
today a statement compiled by clerks 
in bis office, intended to explain the 
deficit in the State Treasury. It shows 
St.Louis and Kansas City raise almost 
one-half the State revenue, although 
they contain only one-fourth of the 

population. 

The figures indicate that while 96 out 
of 114 counties, including five entire con- 
gressional districts get more out of the 
State Treasury than they pay into it, 
St. Louls gets only one-fourth as much 
as it pays in, and leaves to the State 
a balance of $1,439,273,43, 

St. Louis paid to the State in 1915, 
$1,889,823.22 and received in return $450,- 
449,79. Jackson County, including Kan- 
sas City, paid in $544,759.54 and got back 
$269,010.19. St. Louis County also left 
the State a balance paying in $154,741.89 
and receiving $77,304.55. Jasper County 
paid $61,433.72 and got back $89,476.2¢; 


Green paid $59,941.24 and received §$63,- 
262.74; Texas County paid $8523.76 and re- 
ceived $36,617.99; St. Francois County 
paid $24, 229. 8 and got $37,571,566; Barry 
County paid $12,661.98 and received $31,337.

BANQUET GUESTS WARNED 


Health Officers Fear Slow Acting 
Toxins May Have Been Mixed 
With Viands, 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 18.—Virulent poison 
was found today.by city chemists in 
samples of the soup served at the ban- 
quet in honor of Archbishop: Mundelein 
at the University Club Thursday night. 
The discovery, coupled with the disap- 
pearance of a kitchen employe of the 
club and the , of similar poison 
in a private laboratofy°in his room, to- 


| gether with literature classed as an- 


archistic, led the police to believe that 
the illness which overcame more than 
a hundred of-those at the banquet was 
the result of a deliberate attempt to 
poison the guests. 

The nature of the poison discovered, 
and fear that perhaps a silow-acting 
poison had also been mingled with the 
banquet viands, prompted .the City 
Health Commisioner, Dr. J. D. Robert- 
son, to issue a warning to all who at- 


Immediately under the care of physi- 
cians. 

Several of the guests were so affected 
that they have not yet recovered. Two 
are still kept to their beds, and a num- 
ber of others today said that they still 
felt the effects of the poisonous soup: 
Archbishop Mundelein was not af- 
fected by the poison. He ate very 
sparingly of the soup, and said today 


ithat he had not felt any ill effects. 


The absence of Jean Crones, assistant 
chef at the club, was noted by the 
manager, H. J. Doherty, and his sus- 
ricions were aroused. With a policeman 
he went to Crone’s rooms, and there 
discovered the laboratory, and found 
poison flasks. 

Crones, according to the club offi- 
cials, was employed last September, and 
was fond of discussing economic ques- 
tions, and was said to have often in- 
velghed against the present order of 
society with its strata of rich and poor. 
In the room which he had occupied the 
police say they found many volumes by 
anarchistic authors, explosives and 
weapons in addition to the poison vials. 
He was said by the police to have 
come to Chicago from St. Louis, and 
his description was sent to various 
cities. 

Among the guests at the banquet who 
were affected by the poison were judges, 
bankers, physicians, business men and 
manufacturers.

Bonds of $1000 each were fur- 
nished by Joe Mount, a professional 
bondsman, for Kennerly and Lody, and 
Diefenbach's bond, for $1500, was signed 
by John T. Soy and Ferd Warner. 
Kennerly and Johnson were former- 
ly partners in dental offices at 514 
Washington avenue, and in Hast St. 
Louis. -Because of ill health, Ken- 
nerly went to Texas, and he has 
charged, 
lodge officers, that Johnson refused 
to pay him, in his absence, profits 
from hig investment in the business. 
He also charged that Johnson re- 
moved the office to 616 Washington 


avenue, and conducted it there in the 


name of Mra, Johnson. 
Diefenbach, whose home is in Gran- 
ite City, told reporters that two weeks 


ago, in San Antonio, Kennerly invited 


him to go to St. Louis with him, say- 
ing they would have “a hell of a 
time,” and that Kennerly would get 
some money from Johnson. 

Kennerly and Diefenbach came to 8t. 
Louis and registered at the Annex under 
assumed names. Diefenbach went to 
Johnson's office Friday to have his 
teeth cleaned, and invited Johnson to 
visit his room at the hotel at night, say- 
ing his wife was sick and needed some 
dental work. 

Johnson took his assistant, Lody, 
to the hotel room with him, although 
nothing had been said to indicate that 
anyone would accompany him. Dief- 
enbach invited them into the room, 
and Lody says that a “dummy” of 
pillows, apparently meant to repre- 
sent Diefenbach's supposed wife, was 
in the bed. Lody says he was at- 
tacked from behind by Diefenbach, 
who seized his ‘arms on the pretext 
of helping him remove his overcoat. 

Lody got a knife from his pocket and 
slashed Diefenbach, and he says he 
heard a shot fired, and saw Johnson 
and Kennerly struggling near a cioset, 
where, he believes, Kennerly had been 
concealed. Johnson said, at the hospital 
yesterday, that Kennerly shot him 
twice. 

A number of men gathered in the hall- 
way and eniered the room when Lody 
unlocked the door. The two dentists 
and Diefenbach were lying on the floor. 

Johnson said, as to his businegs 
troubles with Kennerly, that Kennerty 
had ‘‘double-crossed’” him by with- 
drawing a $3000 investment in the Plows 
Candy Co., of which Johnson was presi- 
dent. Johnson said he then “double- 
crossed’’ Kennerly by borrowing $2500, 
which he did not repay, although he 
said he paid interest on it.

Incubators and Breeders Essen- 
tial to Best Results—Feed- 
ing Birds of All Ages.

If the proper selections and matings 
are made for the breeding yards, the 
flock next year will be better than this 
year. If improper selections are made, 
the flock will not be so good as this 
year, and if eggs for incubation are 
taken from a mixed flock in a hap- 
hazard manner, haphazard or uncertain 
results will be sure to follow. 

One mistake often made is to set the 
first hen to go broody in the spring. The 
best hen is the hen that lays during 
the winter and she is usually the first 
to go broody in the spring. About the 
time the winter layer goes broody, the 
nonwinter layer begins to lay. Setting 


the first hen to go broody in the spring | 
on eggs from the flock, usually means 
that the good winter layer is set on the 
nonwinter layer’s eggs, and as a result 
the good winter layer spends three weeks 
incubating the eggs and 
weeks brooding the chicks. The final 
results are that the good hen has spent 


‘about nine weeks raising a brood of 


chickens from the poor hen; none of her 


-eges having been used for incubation. 


The better plan is to select the good 
winter players and place ‘them in a 
breeding yard with a good male, and, 
by using their eggs for incubation, raise 
chicks from the good hens, which will 
improve the egg-production of the flock. 


Advantage of Incubators, 

Where incubators and brooders are 
used it is easier to get chicks from the 
winter layers, for incubation can be done 
earlier in the season and before the 
poor layers begin to lay. 

In order to secure a good hatch of 
strong chicks care should be used to 
select eggs which have good shell tex- 
ture and are uniform in size and shape. 
One reason why a hen which steals her 
nest usually hatches a good per cent 


Lis that the eggs are all uniform. No one 


can get a good hatch from an incu- 
bator if the eggs are large and small, 
leng and round, and have thick and thin 
shells. 

The results of many tests at this sta- 
tion indicate that from 10 to 20 females 
with one male give better fertility than 
larger or smaller number; the larger 
reeds, 10; the medium, 15, and smaller 
ones, 20 females with each male A 
sterile hen will produce fertile eggs in 
about three days after a male is placed 
in the pen, and the eggs will remain 
fertile often for 20 days after the male 
has been removed. Cockerels mated 
with hens and cocks with pullets usually 
give best results. 

Many methods of feeding are suc- 
cessful. The following rations have 
given good results: 


Rules for Feeding. 

First day—Yolk in body supplies food, 
dy not, feed. 

Boiled egg cut fine, bread crumbs and 
catmeal, equal parts; feed in form of 
mash on clean board all they will eat in 
vJ minutes, five: times per day. Give 
sour milk each forenoon and water in 
the afternoon. Keep fine grit or sand 
Lefore them. 

One to five weeks—Equal parts wheat 
bran, shorts, oatmeal and cornmeal. 
Use as mash in hopper and give good 
grade of commercial chick feed in litter. 
Two pounds of fine charcoal and one- 
half pound fine salt should be added to 
each 10 pounds mash. Sour milk or 
water should be before birds at all 
times. 

Five weeks to maturity—One part 
ground oats, one part shorts, one part 
wheat bran, one part cornmeal, one-half 
part beef scraps, one-fourth part bone 
meal. Use this ag mash in hopper, and 
give equal parts cracked corn each day. 
Fresh water and grit should be before 
them at all times. Free range should be 
provided, 

Fattening ration—Two parts cornmeal, 
one part shorts, one part wheat bran. 
Moisten with sour milk. Give cracked 
corn as grain, ail they will eat. Clear 
water and grit should be provided at all 
times. 

Balanced egg ratién—100 pounds corn. 
100 unds wheat, 20 pounds oats, 2 
pounds bran, 20 pounds shorts, 20 pounds 
cornméal, 20 pounds beef scraps. Two 
pounds charcoal and one-half to one 
pound salt should be added to each 
100 pounds of mash. Fresh water, grit 
and oyster shell should be provided at 
all times. 

Moulting ration—Give half ration for 
two weeks or till birds are poor, then 
build them up rapidly. Balanced egg 
ration good. 

Breeding ration—Corn and wheat, equa! 
parts, fed in litter night and morning, 
about a pint to 10 hens. Mash given in 
balanced egg ration given in afternoons. 
I’ree range, grit, oyster shell and fresh 
ving should be wecr mee at all times.

As to Color vf Yolks. 
I should like very much for you ‘0 
tell me, if you can, in your poultry sec- 
tion of next Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, 


what is the cause of yolks of eggs Leing | 


very light yellow. I am getting four or 
five eggs a day and the yolks are very | 
light. If you can tell me anything to 
feed hens that will make the yolks 
darker, I shall appreciate it.—Unsigned, 
St. Louis. 

There is considerable difference of 
opinion as to what is the best color vf 
yolks of eggs. At our house we like 


r 


the yolks pretty light in color. Others 
like them darker. What is precisely the 
best color, if there is indeed a best, 
I dg not know, but I repeat that 1 
like the yolks light in color. I ‘dont 
like to have an egg served to me where 
the yolk is at all dark. It may ve 
fresh, but I have. my suspicions about 
it if I don’t know precisely how old 


the egg is. If you want the eggs darker, 
I would suggest that you feed a littic 
more meat and green stuff. 


Kitchen Scraps as Food. 

Do you think White Leghorns can be 
raised from the scraps of an ordinary 
kitchen? If not, what would you advise 
me to feed with it?—M. C., Alton, ill. 

If the scraps from the table are suifi- 
cient in quantity and variety, then chick- 
ens can unquestionably be raised on 
them, but I should not advise using 
scraps exclusively. You want to be care- 
ful in feeding little chicks that you uv 
not have a sloppy feed. If you have a 
little skim milk to mix with it, it will 
improve its character. I would suggest 
that you feed kitchen scraps, being 
careful to give the chicks only wha* 
they will clean up, so that it will not 
become dirty or sloppy, and that yeu 
supplement this with green stuff, such 
as sprouted oats or grass, and that you 
feed a prepared chick feed, which will 
contain a variety of grain. You can get 
it at a feed store. Of course, something 
will depend upon the character of the 
kitchen scraps. This is doubtless valu- 
able food. There isn’t anything better, 
but I would not feed it exclusively. 


Siwatiiedt for a Cold. 

My chickens started to sneeze, and 
then they acted as though they had 
something in their throat. Their comb 
and face turned dark. They don't seein 
to have any appetitte and are constaunt- 
ly coughing. Can you tell me what :s 
the matter?—W. E. B., St. Louis. 

I do not know precisely what is “he 
cause of the trouble. I assume that 
your chickens have colds of some sort. 
I would suggest the treatment I haye 
often used, permanganate of potash, Put 
some in rather warm water and wash 
the head thoroughly with it and im- 
merse the head a moment at a time and 
several times in the solution, repeating 
twice a day. I should also give 
birds some epsom salts, about one-fourth 
teaspoonful to one fowl, in soft. food, 
being careful to distribute it so they 
will eat it all. 


No Preventive of Broody Hens. 

I should like to know why my chick- 
ens start to sit so early this year? They 
have not been laying longer than two 
weeks or so. I have no male bird with 
them: Does that have anything to dv 
with them? My hens last year laid for 
about four months steadily. They are 
Rhode Island Reds.—f. C. B., St.. Loitis. 

Assuming that the situation as to rfeed- 
ing and housing is the same as a year 
ago, 1 cannot tell why they should not

Preventive'‘and Cure 


for Frosted Combs 


I’rosted combs are a sure check to 
laying and it is well to take some pre- 
cautions at this time of year to pre- 
vent them. Very often a house with a 
eurtain front, or even one that is fully 
enclosed, will not protect the birds on a 
very cold night. For such nights it is 
a good plan to have a second curtain, 
to be dropped from the ceiling immedi- 
ately in front of the roosts. The birds 
themselves give off considerable body 
heat, and the dropping of this curatin 
cuts off that much space from the in- 
terior of the house which the birds 
must keep warm. 

Should a bird’s comb or wattles be 
frostbitten it should receive attention 
the next morning. Treatment is essen- 
tially the same as in the case of frost- 
bite On eags, nose, fingers, etc, of 
humans. The frosted part should be 
rubbed with snow or bathed in ice 
water until the frost is out, then® ap- 
ply carbolized vaseline and rub it :n 
caretully.

, Small, and a total for the season of 5,- 
| 600,000 would fully meet expectations. 
With the United States mills taking 7,- 
000,000 bales, the carry-over will be about 
760,000 bales less than last season. A re- 
duction in acreage next season wil! act 
as a further corrective of the oversup- 
ply, and the ruling prices of today look 
to that action by the farmers. 

Exports, which are principally to Great 
Britain, seem to be on the scale which 
measures the needs of Great Britain 
and her allies, leaving the producers 
and middle men in this country to carry 
the load of supply. So far holders of 
cotton in this country, supported by the 
bankers with liberal supplies of cheep 
money, have been able to feed out the 
cotton only as it was called for by buy- 
ers having a satisfactory price to offer. 
This system of marketing to meet the 
lessened demand can be continued only

That year the country had un- 
usually heavy snowfall and extremely 
low temperatures, and it was not until 
spring that the damage was estimated. 
Fven then, under favorable spring 
weather, much of the reported lost 
acreage raised a good crop of wheat, 
and the May option lost all its advance 
and more too, on liquidation which 
lasted until the fall. 

With a smailer acreage sown to win- 
ter wheat this year, there is certain to 
be many scares on the next crop, but 
it goes without saying that they will ve 
magnified for speculative purposes, how 
much so only the future can tell. 

Corn Market Is Firm. 


Corn futures reflected strength con- 
sidering the recent wide decline in 
wheat, and prices are only a few cents 
off the recent top level. Broomhall re- 
ports a scarcity of corn in Europe, and 
values in Liverpool are ruling at the 
highest level in years.

IENNA, now, is a city!” 

So my brother Elihu passed 

judgment. And our chum, Pini, 
chimed in: 

“And such a city! One grand 

city, you should say.” 

Even the women, whom noth- 
ing in the world pleases, have admitted that Vi- 
enna is a city. 

In honor of the city Vienna my mamma has 
taken out her Sabbath silk shawl. My sister-in- 
law, Brocha, has dressed herself up as for a 
wedding. In her wig with her long dangling 
earrings and freckled face, she looks like a red 
cat in a black veil. 

What are we doing in Vienna? Nothing. We 
stroll through the streets. Oh, what streets! Oh, 
what houses! You ought to see the windows! 
Looking glasses, not windows! And goods! trink- 
ets! clothes! dishes! jewelry! At almost every 
window we stop and try to figure up how much 
everything is worth. We men appraise the articles 
while the women wish themselves even half of 
what the city of Vienna is worth with its houses 
and its stores and its goods. Pini bursts 
out laughing and says: 

“You may wish yourself even a tenth 
part. That would be enough, too.” 


“What does it bother you if they wish 
themselves half? Do you begrudge it to 


So my brother Elihu says, and strokes 
his little beard. In the course of our 
journey to America my brother Elihu’s 
beard has sprouted fast. And in funny 
way, too. Something like a broom. I 
wanted to copy it on paper. I once drew 
Pini, too, on a piece of paper. And my 
sister-in-law, Brocha, I dashed off on the 
table with a bit of chalk. But I got a” 
good trouncing for it. She, herself, that 
is Brocha, caught sight of the picture I 
drew and recognized herself as in a mir- 
ror. So she called my brother Elihu over. 
And I got it from him. If it had not been 
for my mamma he would have killed me. 
He hits me every time he sees me draw- 
ing. I have loved to draw ever since I 
was a child. First I used to draw with 
charcoal on the white walls; so they hit 
me. Then with chalk on the door; so they 
hit me. Now I draw with a pencil on 
paper—so they want to hit me again. 


“You have begun again with those 
Menchelech” (mannikins), my _ brother 
Elihu cries. 


For drawing they don’t hit me as much 
as for kneading. I have a habit of knead- 
ing soft bread and making little pigs 
from it. My brother Elihu, when he sees 
this, raps me on the knuckles. Our chum 
Pini tries to help me out. He says: 

“What have you against the boy? Let 
him knead, let him draw! Perhaps he is 
destined to be an artist some day.”

My brother Elihu hears this and begins to show- 
er words: 

“What! An artist! A Mulgetz! He will smear 
cloisters!

When we shall 
come to America, with God’s help, I will place 
him with a Cantor. He has a soprano voice.” 

“Why not with a mechanic? In America every- 


body is a mechanic. In America everybody 
works!”’ 
“Is that so? A mechanic? My enemies will not 


live to see the day when Pasi the Cantor’s boy 
will be a mechanic!” 

I notice that my mamma is on the verge of 
tears. Pini wants to redeem himself. He says: 

“What a peculiar woman you are! How is it 
that we learn in the Talmud that the Tanah Reb 
Johanan was a shoemaker; and the Tanah Reb 
Isaac was a blacksmith? Or what more do you 
want? Here is my uncle, a watchmaker, and my 
father, a mechanic!”’ 

Pini thinks he has mended things, but he has 
only put both feet in. My mamma doesn’t stop 
crying. 

“Sure! It was worth while! My husband had 
to be a Kosher Jew and leave the world in his 
young years, so that his baby should be, God for- 
bid! a tailor or a shoemaker, and in America at 
that!” 

“Aba! You are crying again? Have you for- 
gotten that in America you need eyes?” 

So my brother Elibu says, and my mamma soon 
stops crying. 


DON’T care what I will be in America! I 

only wish I were there already. Something 

is pulling me to America—awful. In my 

mind, I have decided that in America I 
shall learn three things:. To swim, to write and 
to smoke cigars. I know how to do all these 
things now, too, but not as well as the people in 
America. 
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I know how to write, too, 
has taught me. I copy printed letters from the 
Prayer Book. I write so that it is hard to tell 
they are copied. I draw, I don’t write. I would 
like to write faster, but I can’t. In America, they 
say, people write fast. Everything is done fast, 
they say—hurry scurry, on the jump. They have 
no time there. So I have heard the emigrants tell. 

I know almost everything that is going on in 
America, even before I have been there. There, 
they say, people ride under the earth, and they 
make a living. How they make that I don’t know, 
yet. But I will soon know. I catch on to a thing 
very quickly. I see a person once and I draw him 
with all the trimmings. I made a picture of our 
chum Pini not long ago, just as he walks with his 
little hop anc peers with his near-sighted eyes 
and talks fast, as if he were swallowing hot 
noodles. My sister-in-law Brocha held her sides 
and my mamma laughéd so hard she began to 
cry.

“Better let me talk things over with the 
Alliance,” says my mamma, and takes me 
by the hand. 

We ego to the Alliance; my mamma and 
J, and Elihu and Pini and Brocha and 
Taibel.

HERE are many queer celebrations, annual, 
centennial and semi-centennial, but one of 
the queerest of &. took place in Brook- 
lyn the other day when a throng of friends 
gathered about the bedside of Miss Mary 

* J. Fancher, better known as Molly Fan- 
cher. They were there to help her ob- 

serve the fiftieth anniversary of the day when she took 

to her bed an invalid, not to rise from it in half a 

century. 

It was by no means a gloomy occasion. There were 
no condolences. On all hands the sick woman was con- 
gratulated upon the fortitude that had sustained her 
through such a long period of suffering and the wishes 
for ‘many happy returns’ were whole-hearted and sin- 
cere. Many of them brought gifts of money amounting 
in all to upwards of $1000. 

Miss Fancher smilingly received her guests, finding a 
pleasant word for each. Apparently it occurred no more 
to her than to any of them that she was one of the 
world’s great unfortunates. 

The world has made amazing strides since that Feb- 
ruary day in 1866 when she was borne to her couch, suf- 
fering convulsions and with her sight and hearing gone. 
The aeroplane, the automobile, wireless telegraphy, the 
telephone, electric lighting were unknown, and, some 
of them, scarcely dreamed of.. It was to be five years 
before France and Germany fought that great war 
which was to deprive the former of Alsace and Lorraine 
and to contain the seeds of the strife which today is 
paralyzing the world. 

Japan was still a semi-barbarous and little-known 
country. Prusssia and Austria were about to engage 
m the struggle which was to expe! the latter from the 
German Confederacy. Woodrow Wilson was a school- 
boy in the Fourth Reader and Theodore Roosevelt was 
strenuously spinning tops. Many of those at this cele- 
bration had not yet been born and Earl Kitchener was 
not even yet a subaltern in the Royal Engineers. 

Although doomed for the rest of her life to her bed, 
Miss Fancher was by no means destined to play a small 
part in the world’s affairs. She was to become a person 
of strange occult powers and around her was to wage 
a fierce controversy of psychological debate. Learned 
men were to study her case and write profound treatises 
about it. She was to regain most of her faculties and 
to manifest strange supernormal powers. Even so 
august a body as the British Society of Psychic Research 
was to concern itself with her affairs. 

Time after time she was to draw near to | 
the brink of the infinite, only to be snatched 
back again. At least nine years were to pass 
in which her conscious self was plunged in 
total darkness. And yet, 
in spite of it all, she was 
to live and, at the end of 
50 years, to be in perhaps 
better health than at any 


time for five decades. 

Thus it was that she 
could find occasion to say 
to a questioner that, while 
she had had her crosses 
to bear, she considered her 
lot much happier than 
that of many who today 
are hungry and without 
work. The late Judge A. 
H. Dailey, who wrote a 
book about her in 1894, 
declared that even then 
she had written 6500 let- 
ters, crocheted 1000 ounces 
of worsted, done a great 
deal of embroidery and 
wax work, although for 
years she had to knit be- 
hind her head, her. left 
arm being raised to meet | 
the position of the paral- 
yzed right. . 

Judge Dailey’s book was 
called “Molly Fancher, the 
Brooklyn Enigma,” which 
was reviewed by Prof. Wil- 
liam Romaine Newbold of 
the University of Pennsyl- 
vania for the Society for 
Psychical Ressaren. His interesting article follows in 
full: 

“This book caiialiete of a rather disconnected narra- 
tive by Judge Dailey; abstracts of a dairy kept by Miss 
Fancher’s aunt and a series of signed statements made 
by friends, and a number of reprints of articles which 
originally appeared in the daily papers. No attempt has 
been made to reduce this mass to a coherent whole. The 
main facts may be outlined as follows: 

“Miss Fancher was born Aug. 16, 1848. As a child, 
her health was good, but in March of 1864 it bégan 
to fail. She had ‘nervous indigestion,’ inability to re- 
tain food, ‘fainting spells,’ ‘weakness in the chest,’ and 
she wasted away.” May 10, 1864, she was thrown from 
her horse and severely injured. 

“In the course of the following summer the lower part 
of her body became suddenly paralyzed. She seemed 
to recover from the effects of this act during the autumn, 
but on June 8, 1865, as she was stepping from a street 
car, the car started too soon, she was thrown to the 
ground, her skirt caught upon a projecting hook and 
she was dragged some yards, again g serious in- 
juries. This was followed by weakness, transient par- 
alysis, pain, cough and hemorrhages from the lungs. 
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Miss Fancher as she appeared to her quests at the celebration. 


“In- February, 1866, convulsions appeared. Soon after- 
wards she lost, in rapid succession, sight, speech and 
hearing. From that date to 1394, when the book was 
written, her history was that of a hysteric of the worst 
type—anesthesias, paralyses, contractures and convul- 
sions involving now this, now that organ of sense or 
group of muscles and succeeding one another in be- 
wildering variety. Her sight, however, was never re-

stored (this was written in 1899), although in recent 
years she seems to be recovering some portion of it. 
Throughout this period normal sleep seemed to be re- 
placed by ‘trances,’ in which the whole body became 
rigid. 

“In 1875, after a trance lasting a month, it was found 
that her memory of the nine years immediately preced- 
ing had been completely obliterated, the contractures 
which had marked those 
years had disappeared and 
all the skill in embroidery, 
etc., which she had acquired 
during them was lost. 

“From 1875 to the date of 
the book, Miss Fancher’s 
memories were approxi- 
mately continuous, the only 
exceptions being found ir 
the, lives of her secondary 
selves. She also remem- 
bers the events of her early 
life, up to the nine-year 
period. About 1878 a new 
memory synthesis appeared, 
but soon vanished and was 
not again observed until 
1887. It was then named 
by her friends, ‘Idol.’ 

“Others of later date were 
named ‘Rosebud,’ ‘Pear!’ and 
‘Ruby.” The normal Miss 
Fancher was named ‘Sun- 
beam,’ to distinguish her 
from these. Each of these 
memory systems or person- 
alities calls itself Mollie 


of Miss Fancher’s mem- 
ories and remembers its 
own previous occurrences. 
No one has any knowledge 
of any other save in so far 
as informed by other per- 
sons. 

“*Rosebud’ seems to be 
identical with Mollie Fan- 
cher as she was at 
S six or seven years. 
‘Idol’ and ‘Pearl’ are young girls of about i6, 
but. neither recalls the first accident, while 
‘Ruby,’ who seems to be about the same age, 
recalls the first, but not the second accident. 
‘Idol’ and ‘Pearl’ are quiet, and not markedly 
unlike one another, while ‘Ruby’ is vivacious, 
cheerful and talkative. None of them possesses 
‘Sunbeam’s’ acquired skill, and all are extreme- 
ly unstable, appearing only during the night and 
lasting but a few minutes. 

“During her years of blindness Miss Fancher 
has powers of vision. It is claimed that she |

mands. Many are vague in the extreme, and very few 
tell us how much time elapsed between the event and 
its committal to writing. 


“To glance at only the best of these: Prof. Park- 
hurst submitted to Miss Fancher a sealed envelope con- 
taining a slip of printed paper, the contents of whicia 
he did not himself know. She told him that it contained 
the words ‘court,’ ‘jurisdiction’ and the numerals 6, 2, 
3, 4. These he wrcete in his notebook, took the envelope 
away still sealed, read Miss Fancher's statement to two 
friends, in their presence, ‘opened the envelope. 


“Miss Fancher’s statements were found to be correct. 
But we are not told how large the type was, how many 
thicknesses of paper concealed it, how Miss Fancher 
handled the envelope, how long she had it in her pos- 
session, or whether she had it at any time when Prof. 
Parkhurst was not present. 


“Dr. Speir states that Miss Fancher once wrote for 
him upon a slate the contents of a letter which had just 
been brought to her by the postman and was as yet un- 
opened. We are not given copies of the two, nor are we 


told how much time elapsed between the event and the 


record, nor who wrote the letter, nor whether Miss 
Fancher could have known that Dr. Speir would be 
present when the letter came. 


“Miss Fancher once told Judge Dailey that she had 
seen him upon a given evening with a gentleman whom 
she described. After some difficulty, Judge Dailey 
recollected that upon that evening: he had been with 
a friend named Sisson. Some months later, Judge 
Dailey, Mr. Sisson and another person called upon Miss 
Fancher. She at first said she had not seen either of 
the two gentlemen, but, after a moment’s reflection, said 
that one, pointing to Mr. Sisson, was the man she had 
seen with the Judge. 

“This is one of the best cases, as it is corroborated 
by Mr. Sisson, and it appears that his account was writ- 
ten only six months after the event. We would like to 
know, however, whether any further questions were 
asked Miss Fancher after she had first stated that she 
did not recognize Mr. Sisson. 

“In brief, the evidence which Judge Dailey has col- 
lected will seem satisfactory only to those who are al- 
ready satisfied of the possibility of clairvoyance. It 
will do little towards establishing that possibility. And 
as Miss Fancher’s clairvoyant powers are said to be 
much less keen now than they were some years ago, it 


‘is not probable that her case will contribute much of 


value to the evidence for the supernormal. One can 
readily appreciate the repugnance which Miss Fancher 
felt to submitting herself to the commission of experts 
suggested by the New York Medico-Legal Society, but 
it is much to be regretted that her friends should have 
allowed the value of her case to be lost through mere 
negligence.” 

Since the professor wrote the foregoing, Miss Fancher 
has figured little in the press. Since that time, in fact, 
her physical condition has been much improved and 
she gave less scope to the activities which had so aston- 
ished her associates. Although she gradually regained 
control of her lost senses, her general health never im- 
proved enough to allow her to quit her bed. 

At the age of 67 she maintains a keen interest in what 
is going on in the world from which she has been ex- 
cluded. She long ago resigned herself to the inevitable 
and manages to keep cheerful. 
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\ to represent “the consumer.” 

“Mr. Louis D. Brandeis,’ said a newspaper of that 
date, “who appeared before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee today on behalf of the consumers of the United 
States, did not receive a very cordial welcome. ‘I de- 
sire, he said, ‘to speak in behalf of those who form a 
far larger part of the people of this country than any 
other who have found representation here. At this 
point there were signs of restlessness. Chairman Ding- 
le; felt called upon to ‘tell the gentleman that this was 
not an appropriate time for a speech on free trade. 
A Democratic member said he supposed it would be in 
order for one man to appear for the consumer. Mr. 
Brandeis continued, and was again interrupted by 
laughter and jeers. But Mr. Daizell remarked: ‘Oh, let 
‘him run down.’” And so this lone representative of 
the consumer was allowed five minutes more. 

In the same year he renewed on a larger scale his suc- 
cessful battle in support of the policy of Boston’s re- 

taining control of its transportation system. He had a 


_ bitter fight of three years against the New York finan- 


ciers who formed the Boston Elevated Railway System, 
and who sought to obtain perpetual and absolute mas- 
tery of the city’s surface, subway and elevated lines. In 


. the end Brandeis forced them to accept leases of not 
more than 25 years and to pay to the city rentals of 41-2 


per cent. 

Next came the conflict which won Brandeis national 

fame as “the man who gave Boston cheaner gas.”” For 

. years the city’s gas companies had been involved in 
endiess scandals. The service was poor and the price 
was high—$1 a thousand feet. In 1903 the Boston com- 
panies applied to the Legislature for teave to consoli- 
date.. The Franchise League contended that if the high 
capitalization asked for were granted, lower prices of 
¢2s in the future would be impossible. When the long 
and strenuous contest reached its climax, Brandeis 
stepped in between the opponents with his famous com- 
promise plan, which has been pronounced the best con- 
tract between a city and a public utility which exists 
in this country. 

The exposure of tad financial management of the New 
York, New Haven & UWartford Rail-oad, more than any 
other one thing, led to the exposure and comprehension 
of wasteful methods of big business all over the coun- 
try: and that exposure of the New Haven was almost 
sir gle-handed the work of Brandeis. The imperial dream 
is still fresh in mind, in which a few New York finan- 
ciers proposed to build up a monopoly of all land and 
water transportation within New England, and thus 
govern absolutely New England's future growth. 

That this dream must fail was first perceived by 
Brandeis; and he was by far the most vigorous in aid- 
ing it towards its inevitable collapse. ° 

Meanwhile, as unpaid counsel for the policy holders 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Co., Brandeis began 
those studies on the subject of insrance which soon 
led him to his celebrated assault upon the “Money 
Trust.” He found that the 90 leading life insurance 
companies controlled nearly 13 billions of dollars, or 
more than the value of all the railroads ther. in the 
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country; and that their ashen! income was greater .han 
the revenues of the Federal Government. Half of these 
enormous assets were in the hands of three great Wall 
street companies, and this vast command of the quick 
capital of the nation gave them an ever-tightening grip 
on the business of the country. 

On the other hand, he learned that through extrava- 
gant and inefficient methods, the companies were pour- 
ing out about two-fifths of the policy holders’ money for 
running expenses. He drafted recommendations urg- 
ing radical changes to reduce the enormous waste of the 
system and provide safeguards against abuse. It is said 
that Grover Cleveland, one of the newly appointed 
trustees of the Equitable, gave these recommendations 
to Paul Morton, the incoming president of the company, 
and told him that on these principles the reorganisation 
should proceed. They are, in the main, the same prin- 
ciples later insisted upon by Gov. Hughes and embodied 
in the Armstrong Dill. 

In 1907, in Oregon, a bill was passed restricting wom- 
en’s work in factories and laundries to 10 hours a day. 
It was attacked as being unconstitutional, in that it 
was class legislation, affecting only women; and the 
contest was taken before the United States Supreme 
Court. Brandeis undertook the defense of the law in 
behalf of the National Consumers’ League. 

The brief which he filed in the Sapreme Court was at ~ 
that time considered revolutionary. It contained only 
four pages of strictly legal argument; but it did contain 
605 pages going straight to the medical, social and eco- 
nomic facts involved. Instead of presenting legal prere- 
dents and abstract theories of right and wrong, Bra‘- 
deis marshalled the scientific knowledge of the entire 
civilized world upon the subject of overwork. By a ter- 
rific array of evidence, he showed that workingwomen 
are sick far more often than men, that their mortality 
is higher and that in thousands of cases the child-bear- 
ing faculty is impaired; the moral hold of the tome is 
lost: in districts where overwork has long existed 
actual race degeneration has set in. The Supreme Court’s 
decision established the constitutionality of special pro- 


tective legislation for women; and this was Brandeis’ 


victory in behalf of the nation’s millions of women fac- 
tory workers. 

In 1910 Brandeis was called in as arbitrator in the 
great cloakmakers’ strike in New York, involving some 
70,000 employes and a business of $180,000,000 a year. 
The strike was bitter, the men insisted upon the “closed 
shop,” the employers weré equally set against it. Upon 
this rock two attempts at conferences were shattered. 

Then Brandeis was called in, the trust in him by both 
sides being an impressive example of his reputation for 
fairness. Out of the welter he evolved, by his own in- 
vention, the “preferential” shop, which was agreed upon 
by both employes and employers, and which brought 
peace to this trade. The preferential shop, in brief, is 
one where union standards as to conditions, hours and 
wages prevail; but in which the employérs have free- 
dom of selection as between one union man and an- 
other, it being recognized that there are differences of 
skill among those employed in the trade; and are 
bound, in hiring help, to no list or prescribed order.

The next job which Brandeis undertook is perhaps the 
most widely known of all his work in the people’s scrv- 
ice. As unpaid counsel for Glavis in the Ballinger-Pin- 
chot controversy, in 1909, the Boston attorney, by the 
sheer force of his intellect, had the triumph of driving 
Ballinger out of public life, despite the strenuous sup- 
an afforded to him by President Taft’s administra- 

on. 


In 1910-11 Brandeis was counsel for the trade organ- 
izations of the Atlantic coast at the hearing before :te 
Interstate Commerce Commission when the railroads 
asked permission to increase their freight rates. Bran- 
deis opposed the increase, and his assertion that the 
railroads could save $1,000,000 a day by efficient man- 
agement, and that the way for them to become more 
prosperous was to become more efficient, made the doc- 
trine of efficiency a national ideal. The increase was 
denied. 

His most recent work has been an investigation of 
the “Money Trust,” the results of which are contained 
in a volume bearing the significant title: “Other Peo- 
ple’s Money and How the Bankers Use It.” This book 
had a profound influence upon the currency legislation 
recently enacted by Congress. In it, for the first time, 
aBrandeis effectively set forth the doctrine that there 
“ts a limit to the size of greatest efficiency, and the 
successful demonstration of that truth is an invaluable 
contribution to the subject of trusts 


In the composition of his mind, Brandeis is said to 
combine in a harmonious whole an amazing grasp of the 
practical, together with the vision and imagination of 
the idealist. Even his great enemy, Charles S. Mellen, 
in an interview the day after the nomination, bore wit- 
ness to Brandeis’ exceptional moral qualities, and pre- 
dicted that he would make a great Judge. As a practical 
man one of the most important elements of his mind is 
his comprehension of figures. 


“Mr. Brandeis’ greatness as a lawyer is part of his 
greatness as a mathematician.” One of his own rules 
is: “Arithmetic is the first of sciences and the mother 
of safety.” 

Many of his successes have at bottom been triumphs 
of arithmetic. Five years before the Metropolitan Trac- 
tion Co. of New York went into the hands of a receiver, 
he predicted its failure in a speech at Cooper Union. He 
had merely analyzed the published figures. In the same 
way he was able to prophesy the fall of the New Haven 
railroad. 

Physically, Brandeis is described as being over mid- 
dle height, with a rugged figure, slightly stooped. His 
face, with its high forehead, prominent cheek bones and 
heavy lines about his broad and sensitive mouth, gives 
an impression of great force. 


He gives half of his time to public work without pay; 
his recreations are music and canoeing on the Charles 
River. For the last two years he has served as chair- 
man of the Provisional Committee of the Zionist move- 
ment, the aim of which is to re-establish the Jews as a 
nation in Palestine. This position made him the leader 
of the movement in the United States: and since the war 
he has virtually been the world leader of the Zionists.

He was born at Louisville, Ky., on Nov. 13, 1856, and is therefore 
a few months past 59 years of age. For a century back his family was 
made up of men of means, education and social ideals. His father, a

in which he was actively concerned. In this country the elder Brandeis 
became an ardent abolitionist in Kentucky before the Civil War. 
Louis attended the Louisville public and high schools and then spent 
two years at the’ Annen Realschule in Dresden. His father wished

a reprimand from the German police because, going home late one 
night without his key, he whistled in the street to awaken his room- 
mate, made him homesick for the United States, where he could 
whistle without violating the regulations of a paternal government.

(Extracts from an interview in 1911.) 


BELIEVE that our Judges are as honest as 

you can make men. But like all the rest. of 

us they are subject to their environment. And 

the law has always been a narrowing, con- 
servatizing profession. 

What we must do in America is. not to attack 
our Judges, but to educate them. Aljl Judges 
should be made to feel, as many Judges already 
do, that the things needed to protect liberty are 
radically different from what they were 50 years 


His disinterested devotion to the public good first 
came conspicuously to light in 1896, when he became the counsel of a 
handful of citizens opposing the West End Coa., which controlled the 
surface street car lines of Boston, and which was supported by the big 
financial interests, the political machine and the press. The trolley 
company wished to lease the Tremont street subway, built by the city, 
for a long term of years, at a low rate of rental to the city. Brandeis 
was admittedly the brains of the fight and won a complete victory, the 
lease being reduced to 20 years and rental made 4 7-8 per cent of the 
cost of construction. 

“When I asked Mr. Brandeis for his bill,” relates the man at the 
head of the committee which retained him, “I expected to pay a fee 
of $5000 at least. “There is no fee,’ he said. “This is part of a plan 
of mine.’ And he added that as soon as he could do so he intended 
to give the larger part of his time freely to public work.” 

In view of the point at which Brandeis has arrived, there was some- 
thing grimly humorous as well as strikingly illustrative 
of the change which has come over public opinion in 
the last 20 years, in his appearance for the first time 
at Washington. In 1897 he awakened the guffaws of 
the statesmen by appearing solitary and alone at the

OU dispose of an extra buckwheat cake for 
breakfast and it’s with you all day long. 
You rush for your ear, pell-mell, and 
you’re winded for half an hour—darn!

And 
he got to be the best walker in the world. That is de- 
veloped strength, a sort of artificial strength. But the 
man who gets his for an inheritance, all other things 
being equal, has a big advantage. His is natural; it 
carries endurance with it. If it comes to a showdown 
between two, equally strong, the man with the inherent 
brawn will outlast the.man with the developed strength. 

“I inherited mine from the old gentleman—he was 
some gymnast,” and Bothner’s clear eye fired’ with pride 
at the recollection of his father’s prowess transmitted 
to him. “I set out to make the most of it, and I kept at 
it—I’ve only been out of a gymnasium 10 weeks since I 
was 13 years old, and then it was a broken leg that de 
tained me.” 

And then he lapsed into the high-brow idea expressed 
popularly in “Sweat and be strong!” 

“Ponce de Leon,” declared Bothner, harking back to 
history, “spent the best years of his life chasing all over 
the world to find the fountain of youth and didn’t find. 
it. If he had trained hard for 15 minutes every day

I got 
mad and made up my mind I was going to fight them, 
and I worked.so hard and got strong so fast that before 
long all the boys were my friends—they were afraid to 
fight me and I was afraid to hit them for fear I might 
kill somebody. I was too good for the whole school.” 

There’s a story for the hopeless: And here’s the 
recipe:

have expressed his emotions in language too perfervid to 
print, but not so the rhyming hero of this tale. The 
pelting of the rain stirred meters to pulsing in his 
mind; the chill, dark night brought memories of his 
mother, and particularly—as our poet belongs to the 
realistic school—fond recollections of the pumpkin pies 
she used to bake. So, while the rain beat upon him this 
unusual sentinel composed some stanzas beginning: . 
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especially for her pies. ‘Tragedies of un- 
satisfied hunger in a man always stir a 
woman’s deepest emotions of sympathy; so 
Misa McAdams sat her down with pen in 
hand and indited a friendly, pitying letter 
to the distant bard. 

The letter traveled several thousands of 
miles to find him and let him know that 
far away, at home, his verse had won him 
a friend. He replied the same day with a 
letter of thanks. Other letters and then 
photographs passed across the Pacific, and 
in one Blackstone enclosed the lines: 


And who's the fairest of the fair? 

Why, hang me if I know— 

Sometimes I think she lives in France, 
Sometimes in Vallejo. 

But take ‘em North, and take ’em South, 
And take ’em East and West— 

Of all the girls in all the world 

The Texas girls are best! 


This correspondence awakened a serious 
purpose in Blackstone’s character. Hitherto 
he had been content to be a gay and dash- 
ing young marine, dashing off verses for his 
comrades and giving no thought to the 
morrow. Now he saw that he must earn 
promotion, and applied himself with such 
purpose that he won a good conduct medal 
and an expert rifleman’s medal, and pro- 
motion to lance corporal and then rank 
corporal. : 


A few months ago he obtained leave of 
absence to return to the States. He was at 
the time acting as a guard at the American 
Legation in Pekin. One purpose was -in 
his mind—to make the 12,000-mile trip from 
Pekin to Walnut Grove, and there urge his 
suit to the Texas girl who took pity on him 

* when he was lonely and hungry for home- 
made pumpkin pie. 
His exultation when his ship drew out of the Chinese 

harbor is reflected in the verses written at the time:

Framing Up the Farmers. 


HUS John Parks and Bill Fox, gamblers and 
confidence men, laid the foundation for one of 
the great and picturesque swindles of recent times. 

They started witha modest capital and without 
confederates save the prize fighters, wresflers and 
jockeys they used in their first operations. In but 
little time, however, they drew to themselves other 
crooked capital and half a dozen minor conspirators. 
In a couple of years they were the heads of an organ- 
ization that was staking fixed fights, races, wrestling 
matches and what not, in five or six states. Victim 
after victim was bled, and not a man “hollered.” It 
would wreck his future for any of these small town 
‘magnates to admit connection with such things. 

Parks and Fox and their smooth lieutenants. were 
always on hand in Kansas City, Omaha, St. Louis 
and St. Joseph about the time the great shipments of 
cattle came in. They knew where to meet the pros- 
perous ranchers, knew how to spend money on them, 
amuse them, cultivate them. In his pocket notebook, 
in a private code, Parks had names and facts jotted 
down, and he made use of them as fast as. he could 
get around to them.

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A short time after her return home, she amazed 
her husband by announcing to him quietly that she 
had decided to start the Salem Telephone Co. He 
threw up both hands.

The next day Mrs. Bruce started out with a mem- 
orandum book and a lead pencil. One of the first 
persons she called on was a lawyer, a distinguished 
member of the Missouri bar and later a Circuit 
Judge.

Bruce heard numbers of “drops” falling as 
subscribers tried to get connections but could not 


hear a word through her receiver. A trivial aeci- 
dent caused the trouble but in her inexperience she 
imagined the whole system had gone to pieces. 

All of that was 14 years ago. Today the system 
is working without a hitch; the plant alone has in- 
creased in value until it is worth around $20,000, 
although there has been no increase in charge to 
users.. There are two switchboards and four opera- 
tors. The exchange is housed in a building put up 
expressly for it and even it will soon have to be 
enlarged. The Bruce home has been remodeled as 
the wife wanted it and she and her husband own 
several pieces of property. Indeed they are con- 
sidered among the most successful and prosperous 
persons of the entire county. 

Mrs. Bruce has managed it herself. Her husband 
looks after the bookkeeping, but the wife has 
of everything else.
